Those left lined 
up on the contention that Mr. Legler should 
be paid on a higher scale than was Librarian 
Hild included Director Julius Stern and Prof. 
Taylor. Director Antonio Lagorio, the re- 
maining member of the library board, is in 
Europe.

Order Violated; No Arrests. 


‘‘No arrests have been made tonight,” the 
desk sergeant at Twenty-second street sta- 
tion said at midnight... “The cafés and 
saloons are cleared’ of unescorted women. 
Everything is orderly. One night served to 
shew these people that Capt. Cudmore and 
the police mean business and that unescorted 
women will not be tolerated,” 

An investigation of levee conditions belied 
the statement. Unescorted women walked 
openly into Buxbaum’s café at Twenty-gec- 
ond and State streets. They sat alone and 
drank until invited to join parties of men at 
other tables. At the Vestibule, 6 Twenty- 
second street, a pretense of escorts was 
mage. The women habitués sat two and 
three at tables with male hangers-on. As 
soon as parties of men appeared they de- 
serted their ‘escorts’ and joined the new- 
comers at other tables. 


~ Women in Freiberg’s Unescorted. 
The effect of the police order was unob- 


servable in the notorious Freiberg’s dance 
hall, Women sat alone or in groups waiting 


“to be invited by men to join parties. No 


pretense of declining admission to unescort- 
ed women was made. At Gaffney’s saloon 
and “‘family garden,’ 22 Twenty-second 
street, women sat about with hangers-on and 
walked among the tables with insinuated 


-invitations to parties of mien. 


In. the saloons which bore the sign “ family 
entrance” the old order of things prevailed. 
Men. as soon as they entered were accosted 
by women, who invited them to buy drinks 
for them. This was the condition found In 
the wine room of a saloon at State and Twen- 
ty-first streets. 

‘The saloon wine rooms of Thirty-first street 
apparently were not aware that a police 


“ clean-up” ever had been issued. Unescort- eyo

This same vicious trade was attacked yes- 
terday by Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber, who, in 
a sermon in K. A. M. temple, suggested the 
return of Jews to agricultural life as a solu- 
tion of the white slave and other problems.

Blame Police for Levee’s Inroads. 


“The west side today is infested with the 
most degrading vices,”’ said Dr. David Biau- 
stein, president of the Hebrew institute, “ but 
it is so by Virtue of the police of that dis- 
trict. They have dumped this vice upon a 
respectable community. They have dumped 
it upon the district because the people of the 
district are timid, broken down, and do not 
think they have a right to complain. 

‘Bight years ago there was a similar situ- 
ation on the east side of New York. Vice 
was rampant, and it was considered the worst 
district in New York. A committee of fif- 
teen was chosen, and I was one of that com- 
mittee. Upon our investigation we found 
that the vice was forced upon those districts 
by the divekeepers, who knew the inoffensive 
nature of the Jew-—-who knew that he wold 
not protest and could be intimidated easily. 
We began a campaign of education and agi- 
tation. We went among the Jews and told 
them they didn’t have to have these dives 
among them if they didn’t wantto. Wetold 
them they could protest and that their pro- 
teats would be heard.

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POTSDAM, Oct. 2-—Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William, heir to the German-throne, to- 
day made a long flight in the Wright aero- 
plane with Orville Wright. The prince, who 
had succeeded in persuading the American 
to take him into the air only after many 
requests, was delighted with the trip. 
Through it all he continued to urge the pilot 
to fly higher, and at the end presented Mr. 
Wright with a handsome present aga mark 
of his gratitude, 

us to the flight with the prince as 

Wright hed made an ascent in 

which he broke all records for height, rising 
more than 1,600 feet above the earth. 
_ Frederick William, eve? since Wright first 
appeared in Germany, hae been insistent that 
he be given a ride. Wright evaded this re- 
sponsibility while making flights at the Tem- 
pelhof field owing to the unfavorable winds, 
but since the beginning of the flights at 
Bornstedt field, near Potsdam, the prince 
had been telephoning the aviator every 
morning asking him if he was ready to 
gratify his request. Wright finally consented 
‘today. 
¢ .Crowds Cheer Royal Aviator. 

The prince reached the field at 4:80 im the 
afternoon, without his adjutant. After draw- 
ing on his overcoat to save uniform from 
being bespattered with oil, the prince took his 
seat alongside the aviator and the machine 
rose in the air. Wright kept it at a height 
of about twenty feet for a brief period, but 
the crown prince exclaimed: “ Higher, 
higher.” Finally the aviator went up above 
sixty feet, and the crowds heartily cheered 
the prince, who waved back his acknowledg- 
ments. The aeroplane glided back to the 
starting point ten minutes later, 

The crown prince congratulated Mr. Wright 
on the easy and safe motion of the aeroplane. 
When about to enter his automobile, the 
crown prince, who evidently had made prep- 
aration beforehand, took a leather case from 


| his pocket and handed it to Wright, asking 


him to accept it “ as a small souvenir in re- 
membrance of the occasion.” 

On opening the package Wright found rest- 
ing on its satin bed a superb breastpin, with 
the letter " W ” in a diamond triangle, with 


“WwW” and on top of all a miniature gold 
crown. 


Wright Pleased with Passenger. 

When questioned regarding the prince’s 
demeanor and appearance when mounting 
the machine Wright said: 

“He did not show any sign of excitement, 
but was smiling al! the time from the moment 
he took his seat until he left it. -I never had 
a passenger who was so pleased. He seemed 
never to cease smiling. 
or three times, but owing to the noise of the 
motor I could not hear what he said.”’ 

In reply to a question as to whether he did 
not feel a great sense of ORPORREY Mr. 
Wright said: 

“TI did, but more because of what people 
would say of my rashness as an Ameérican 
if there was any accident than becauseit was 
the crown prince of Germany.” 


Tels of Alfonso’s Grief. 

The question reminded Wright of King 
Alfonso, who, visited Pau, France, last May 
to see Wilbur Wright fly. The king told him 
he had been forbidden by the Spanish cabinet 
to go up in an aeroplane, He added: 

“IVs a beastly nuisance, and if I don’t go 
up I can’t. stay here. I must leave or I 
would break my word of honor.’’ 

Wright says he does not know whether the 
kaiser was aware that his heir apparent was 
to make the trip, but thinks be must havg 
been, as he (Wright) had spoken with the 
empress about the crown prince’s anxiety to 
make an ascent. The kaiser is hunting at 
Rominten, where he has been informed of 
the crown prince's flight. 

In reply to a final question as to whether, 
when Wright was about to come down. the 
crown prince did not ask him to continue, 
Wright laughed and said: 

“I didn’t give him the chance.” 


Describes Flight of Record. 

Speaking of his marvelous flight in which 
all} records for height were broken, Mr. 
Wright said: 

**I never flew so high before. No measure- 
ment was taken, but I estimate that I reached 
an altitude of 1,637 feet. It is difficult to 
gauge height, but I make the estimate from 
the time it took me from the starting point to 
the greatest altitude. 

“Immediately after rising I set the height 
rudder at the maximum and kept climbing 
steadily for fifteen minutes until the field 
and adjacent country reminded me of the 
picture I had from Zeppelin’s airship, only 
things seemed smaller. 

“The descent I made in five minutes. I 
came down ata terrifying speed. The whole 
machine shook as it rushed through the air.”

PROMISE OF GREAT REFORMS. 


A gigantic consolidation of Chicago pub- 
lic utility corporations, the formation of 
which is likely to stir prodigiously not 
only the financial but the political affairs 
of the city, is being planned by a group 
of local and New York financiers. This 
amalgamation of big business interests 
will represent a total capitalization of 
nearly $300,000,000, and the plan of op- 
eration, as now suggested, is along lines 
that may make the scheme a grave poll> — 
ical issue in the mayoralty campaign & 
year from mext spring.

DEATH RATE RISES. 


More Women Die than Men; Baby Mor- 
tality Falls Off 466. 


The week just closed shows an unusually 
high mortality for this time of the year. 
The 616 deaths reported exceed the records 
of the corresponding week of_last year. by 
ninety-eight. The acute intestinal disor- 
ders, pneumonia and tuberculosis. are pro- 
ducing considerably more deaths than iscus- 
tomary at this season. 

The department warns the public against 
the dangerous practice of keeping its 
houses tightly closed during these cooler 
days of the fall season. There ts nothing 
so conducive to pneumonia, bronchitis, ia- 
fluenza, and ‘‘colds’’ as living in an unven- 
tilated room. These diseases are the result 
of breathing foul air—the air of unventi- 
lated rooms—and if you are keeping your 
door and windows closed these days you 
are surely courting a grave danger. Keep 
out of doors as much as you can. If you 
must be indoors, keep your windows open, 
so that you may secure the benefits of pure 
outdoor air and avoid pneumonia. 


Typhoid Shows Decline. 


Typhoid fever shows a remarkable reduc- 


tion over last year,.f .from 42 to 24. The four 
chief acute contagious diseases also show a 
lower mortality, a total of 77, as against 82. 
At the close: of'the first nine months of 
the current year the death record for Chicago 
stands at 23,485, equivalent to an annual 


rate of 14.12 for each.thousand of the living 


population. For the corresponding period of 
last year the total deaths were 23,241, and the 
rate 14.75. 

This is an. improvement of 4.3 per cent In 
the death rate in favor of the current year. 

During the nine months of the current year 
there have been 51 fewer deaths from typhoid 
fever, 69 fewer from tuberculosis, and 100 
fewer from the acute intestinal disorders, 
including “* convulsions.”’ An increased mor- 
tality ig moted from the heart diseases, 
Bright’s disease, diphtheria, cancer, and vio- 
lence. The three chief acute impure air dis- 
eases, pneumonia, bronchitis, and influenza, 
show a slight increase—3,872, as against 
8,840. 

More Men Die than Women. 

The excess of the total deaths this year has 
been entirely among males, all over 1 year of 
age and ali white. Deaths among males 
have increased 304, while among females 
there have been 60 fewer; the baby deaths 
have fallen off 466, while among those over 
1 year of age there has been an increase of 
710; the deaths among colored people show 
a reduction of 57, while among the whites 
an increase of 301 is noted.

Democrats Say They Will Insist 
on Minority Representation. 


BIG CONFERENCE THIS WEEK 


Governor to Meet Aids at Springfield 
to Talk Special Session. 


The Democratic state organization will 
send word to the Republican conferences at 
Springfield this week that if Democratic sup- 
port in the legislature for a new primary 
bill is to be obtained the framers of the new 
measure will have to keep their hande off 
the minority representation question. 

The Democrats are not vastly alarmed by 
fear that the Republican party leaders con- 
template any action which would make the 
nomination of three candidates of any one 
party possible in a senatorial district, but 
at the same time they are willing it should 
be understood that if such an idea be hatch- 
ing under any Republican hats it might as 
well be discarded. 


Democrats Unconcerned. 

How the senatorial question is to be Solved 
the Democratic managers do not know and 
do not care. All they instst on is that they 
be allowed to retain the power, privilege, 
and pleasure of putting men in the legis- 
lature without trouble. 

When it is possible to make only one nomi- 
nation in a heavy Republican district, the 
election of that one nominee is as close toa 
certainty’as anything peTitical can be. 

The rest of the primary question does 
not bother the Democratic managers much 
they being convinced ‘of their ability to get 
along under any form of nominations. 

Gov. Deneen is scheduled to take counse! 
and hear adwice Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday of this week—the days when the 
politicians will be in Springfield. 

Proverbially nothing of importance ever 
comes out of state fair deliberations, but the 
appearance of importance always is there, 

This year, because of the questions in-

Boston, Mass., Oct. 2.—Declining to make 
the matter of a national tax on incomes a 
political is#te of the state campaign, the 
Massachusetts Republican convention today 
adopted a platform and nominated candi- 
dates to be voted for in November next. 

United States Senator Lodge moved the 
nomination| of Gov. Eben 8. Draper for re- 
election. . The motion was adopted unan- 
imously. All the present state officials * were 
renominated. 

As to the income tax the platform says: 

** We believe that this question is one that 
should be decided by the legislature, not as 
a political issue but'as a practical question.” 

The platform commends the policy df-con- 
servation of natural resources, gives ‘** un- 
qualified approval” of the administration 
of President Taft; expresses belief that the 
tariff law passed by the sixty-first congress 
is the best ever enacted, 

The law is declared to be “of more value 
to the laboring interests of the United States 
than any measure that hae ever been enacted 
and that it wij] bring more prosperity and 
more comfort to more people than were ever 
before affected by any one act of industrial 
legisiation.”’ 

The platform regards the permanent tariff 
commission as promising to afford great 
assistance in future consideration of tariff 
questions, and commends the Massachusetts 
senators for their votes in favor of the ocean 
mail bill. 


JOHN A. COOKE’S FINE PAID 
BY MOXLEY, HIS EMPLOYER. 


Senator Lorimer Having Gone Abroad 
Without Sending $2,000, Friend 
Does So to Silence Criticisms. 


The $2,000 fine imposed on John A. Cooke, 
the former Circuit court clerk, when he was 
sentenced to the penitentiary, was paid yes- 
terday by W. J. Moxley, his present em- 
ployer.

Carnival Parade and Fireworks 
‘ Close City’s Share of Event. 


LEGENDS RELIVED IN FLOA'S 


More than 600,000 Children Take Part 
in Festivities in 5 Boroughs.

New York, Oct. 2.—New York City’s share 
in the Hudson-Fulton celebration ended to- 
night with @ carnival parade and a display 
of fireworks and warship illuminations on the 
Hudson river. ff 

Tomorrow most of*the half hundred men of 
war anchored here will begin their prepara- 
tions for departure and the half million 
visitors will pack their trunks and turn 
homeward. 

The city, sated with the more forma! af- 
fairs. of the week, was in its gayest mood 
tonight for the carnival pageant, with its 
thousands.of marching men in costumes of 
varied character, and its fifty elaborate floats 
designed to recall nét only the myths, leg- 
énds, and allegories of the old world, but 
Historicali scenes which have: inspired the 
writers of poetry, music, and drama. 

Along the line of march the crowds began 
to gather as early as 6 o'clock and by 7 they 
were three or four deep along both curbs 
for the five miles of the route. At 8, when 
the long procession started, the crush from 
start to finish was the greatest of the week’s 
celebration. 


Fire Spouting Dragon Leads. 

Leading the pageant was a car in the shape 
of a giant dragon spouting flames and sur- 
rounded by fire. For all the floats and their 
marching escorts, German, Swiss, Austrian, 
and other.societies provided the characters, 
who were dressed in appropriate costume, 
sparkling with spangles and gilt braid be- 
neath the half million electrics which blazed 
along the course. 

During the day the children of New York 
had their fling. The whole city swarmed 
with the youthful celebrants, and children’s 
carnivals were held in every available open 
spot throughout the five borvughs. There 
were forty-six separate parades, in which 
500,000 children took part. 

In the planning and construction of the 
floats the German, Austrian, and Swiss so- 
cieties codperated with the carnival com- 
mittee, and the Teutonic mythology the 
early colonists brought to this country was 
strongly in evidence. But classic legends 
of Greece and Rome were not lacking, and 
a large number of the floate represented 
subjects such as poetry, mugic, art, war, 
humor, good luck, freedom, and peace.

The suspended inspector declined to dis- 
cuss the,nature of his proposed statement 
further than to say his side of the story had 
not been heard. He declared he was at 
work getting up an answer to the charges 
and added that as his integrity and honesty 
never had been questioned before he intend- 
ed to make those responsible for the accusa- 
tions against him prove their case. 

He also said he would have something to 
say about the white slave traffic, out of 
which is thought to have grown the situa- 
tion which led to his suspension. 


Woman Tells of Complaints. 
Miss Grace Abbott of Hull House, director 
of the League for the Protection of Immi- 
grants, stated subsequent to Davies’ suspen- 
sion that he had been hostile toward certain 
classes of immigrants, and that he had not 
given them sufficient attention after their 


arrival in the city. 

‘The complaint we had against Mr. Da- 
vies,’’ she said, “‘ was that he deported a good 
many immigrants who we thought were 
qualified to remain here, and that he did not 
kéep a close enough watch at the railroad 
stations for incomers. In the absence of 
such protection, designing persons could lure 
immigrants from their destinations. This 
made it comparatively easy for promoters 
of the so-called white slave traffic to push 
their operations. 

Miss Abbott declared she never had made 
complaint against the inspector to his su- 
periors at Washington. 


Calls on His Successor. 

Mr. Davies called at the immigration office 
in the federal building during the day and dis- 
cussed business matters with his successor, 
L. T. Plummer, who was Chinese inspector 
until a few days ago. 

Davies said he had not replied to the com- 
munication he received from Immigration 
Commissioner Keefe at Washington. Until 
he had forwarded his answer, he said, it 
would be improper for him to discuss his 
suspension. 

The utmost secrecy was observed by_ offi- 
cials and employés of the immigration serv- 
ice at Washington concerning the nature of 
the charges against Davies. 

It hae been learned that a special inspector 
of the bureau of immigration spent some time 
at Chicago recently in examining matters af- 
fecting Davies, and when his report was filed 
the commissioner of immigration ordered the 
inspector’s suspension.

MORSE CLEANS UP $7,500,000; 
PAYS 80 PER CENT OF DEBTS. 


Former Ice King in About Three 
Months Works Financial Wonders 
and Is Confident He’ll Be Freed, 


New York, Oct. 2.—[{Special.]—Charles W. 
Morse has made $7,500,000 since he was re- 
leased from the Tombs on June IT, canceling 
all of ‘his indebtedness except about $500,000, 


which he expects to clear away in a short: 


time. 

For the first time since his conviction for 
violation of the national banking laws he to~ 
day discussed his case with great freedom, 
and predicted that he would be freed of all 
taint of guilt in the federal courts when his 
appeal is heard. ° 

He went into the motives and causes 
underlying his indictment, crediting it to 
Theodore Roosevelt’s desire to find a suitable 
“ecapegoat’’ for the panic of 1907 and its 
after effects, in which Morgse’s fortune of 
$22,000,000 was swept away. 

That Mr. Morse will not return to the Tombs 
from midnighT? on Oct. 9 until Oct. 11, when 
his case comes up in the United States Cir- 
euit Court of Appeals, is assured. The three 
Supreme court judges who granted the ap- 
plication forgbail have consented to a two 
day extension of his $125,000 bond. 

“ Your friends,” Mr. Morse was told, “ say 
you have raised between $7,000,000 ana 
$8,000,000 since your release and that you 
hawe applied this to your indebtednegs.”’ 

“*I wouldn't put it just that way,’’ he re. 
plied. ‘If there can be any general interest 
in what I have-done, why not say I have 
cleared off eighty odd per cent of my debts?

Coal Takes Up Too Much Room. 


Ships intended for less speed than twenty 
knots an hour cannot afford to use turbines, 
And even the fastest ships have proved that 
the turbine drive system is extremely costly. 
Ship turbines take too much steam. Thi 
means excessive cost in fuel and a serious. 
reduction in profits. It also means excessive 
encroachment of bunker and boiler and en- 
gine room space. 

A steam turbine is most efficient—that is 
to say, a pound of steam does the most work 
in it—when the rotor is driven at high speed. 
But propellers of a ship are most efficient 
they do the most work per pound of steam 
—when they turn at a low speed. The 
faster a propeller turns the smaller it nust 
be in proportion to the work it has to do. 

All turbine ships have their propeller shafts 
connected direct to their turbines. Therefore 
the turbine speed and the propeller speed 
must be the same. This is a serious disad- 
vantage, because the turbine is a high speed 
engine which has’ to work slowly, and the 


propeller is a low speed appliance which has 


to work too fast,

CELEBRATE 25 YEARS’ WORK 


Structure Will Accommodate 200 Boys 
and Will Soon Be Paid For.

* The new Ephpheta School for the Deafis 
now an assured fact,’ said the Rev. Ferdi- 
hand Moeller of the Jesult parish of the Holy 
Name yesterday. ‘‘ We prayed hard for it, 
too, but during the praying there was a lot 
of work being done.”’ 

Thus did Father Moeller summarize the 
long task of raising funds for the new school 
building at Belmont and Fortieth avenues, 
erected at a total cost of $150,000 and dedi- 
cated yesterday by Archbishop Quigley.

SUITOR KILLS GIRL AND SELF;

“I have no doubt that the man killed the 
young ‘woman because she had refused to 
receive social attentions from him. 

“ He always was trying to talk to her and

Use Jeet Case to Determine ra 
stitutionality of Act. 


HIT BOARD OF PARDONS. 


If Upheld’Penitentiary Warden’s Pow- 
er Will Be Cut. 


Proceedings to kill the present parole act of 
IMinois and strike at the powers of the board 
of pardons and the warden of the state peni- 
tentiary were instituted yesterday before the 
State Supreme court. 

The attack upon the law was in the form of 
a habeas corpus application on behalf of 
Joseph Joyce, the paroled convict who got 
Police Lieut. Robert Schlau intotrouble. By 
means of Joyce's case, which was selected 
for test purposes by a coterie of lawyers op- 
posed to the existing system, it is hoped to 
have the parole act declared unconstitutional 
as a whole. 

If their project is successful it will result 
in the practical abolition of the board of 
pardons, so far as its work of paroling con- 
victs is concerned. The lawyers who have 
joined ‘hands are said to have done so with 
the advice of Cook county judges who do not 
believe the present act ie sound law. The 
attacking party includes Attorney Frank 
Reid, former United States District Attorney 
Elwood G, Godman, Assistant United States 
District Attorney John Byrne, and Attorney 
Thomas D. Knight. 

Some well known Chicago lawyers said 
last night that while they oppose the law 
as it stands, they doubt the chances for 
success in the latest attack upon it. They 
said that the Illinolse Supreme-court in the 
local option decision established the validity | 
of two tithes in the law—a point contested in 
the present attack. The other chief point in 
question—powers of decision—they said was 
settled by the United States Supreme <ourt 
in the case of E. 8. Dreyer vs. the State “ 
Lllinoisy 

Joyce Case Used to Test Law. 

Joyce fied from Chicago after indictment 
on charges of burglary preferred against 
him by Mrs. Maude FPalkenberg. Joyce, 
who was a paroled convict, was re 
turned to Chicago and discharged on the : 
accusation preferred against him by Mrs. 
Falkenberg, who incidentally accused Lieut. 
Schlau of having been lax with Joyce. , 

Joyce, although discharged, was arrested 
on a warrant issued by the warden of Joliet 
penitentiary, alleging that he had violated 
his parole. This warrant and the detention 
of Joyce upen the orders of the warden form 
the technical basis of the attack upon the 
parole law. In his brief Attorney Frank 
Reid said: ; 

“ We contend that section 4 of the act Is 
invalid because it gives the wardén power 
to issue warrants for the rearrest of the 
parole prisoners without a showing of prob- 
able cause supported by affidavit, which Is 
in violation of section 6 of article 2 of. the 
constitution, that no one shall be.deprived 
of his liberty without due process of law. 


Would Cut Warden’s Power. 

“The fact that the warden must report 
the reason for the return of the paroled 
prisoner is a strong indication that there 
must be a reason before he can be returned 
to within the prison walls. If a prisoner 
can be let out of the penitentiary and jerked 
back in again by a mere warden at his pleas- 
ure then we have here an official vested with 
a power equal to that of the most arbitrary 
of monarchs in ancient and barbarous times. 

“The law is unconstitutionel be :ause in 
depriving a paroled person of his liberty 
upon a warden’s warrant it failg to providea 
hearing or trial of any kind. 


FOIL POSTOFFICE ROBBERY 
FOLLOWING BATTLE OF WITS. 


Inspectors, on Gang’s Trail for Months, 
Interrupt Attempted Theft Near 
Joliet and Capture One. 


Three postoffice inspectors from the staff of 
Gen. James E. Stuart frustrated an attempt 
to rob the postoffice at Braidwood, & small 
town near Joliet, Ill.,’early yesterday morn- 
ing. ‘Two of the robbers escaped, but a third 
was captured and will be brought to Chicago 

The trioare thought to have been the same 
men who during the last three years robbed 
the postoffices at Braceville, Gardner, Mazon, 
Minooka, and other Illinois towne. 

‘** We had had these men under survdillance 
for months,”’ said Gen. Stuart, “and when 
they left town together my men foRowed 
them. Inspectors C. E. Liewellyn, J. F. Elis- 
ton, and C. B. Briggs were detailed and must 
have reached Braidwood about the time the 
other three did. They were lying in wait ina 
granary near the postoffice and permitted 
the robbers to enter the building and begin 
operations. 

“They had begun work on the Httle safe 
when the inspectors rushed them. Two were 
near windows and in spite of the shots of the 
inspectors broke through them, Before the 
man at the safe could reach a window he 
was shut off by one of the Inspectors and 
turned to make a run for the door, only to 
run into Llewellyn 

wf What are you doing here?’ 
Liewellyn. 

“*That’s a fool question when you got me 
with the goods on,’ replied the fellow and 
did not attempt to get away. His pockets 
were full of change taken from the money 
drawer.”

Woman*‘s function lies in molding 
the family and by shaping the opinion of her 
husband and her children so that they insist 
on electing the best men to hold the offices 
and make the policies of the nations. 

“Mrs, Ella Flagg Young,”’ he mentioned 
in a modification of his statement, “ has most 
fortunately for the community fallen into a 
public position, but it is one In which the 
qualities of a parent and particularly the 
mother, are demanded. It is unlike almost 
any other public position.”

Trade Union league. 

The recommendations on this subject made 
by the league’s national convention yester- 
day were taken up by the officers of the 
Chicago league, and the work of planning 
@ campaign was started before all the visit- 
ing delegates left fortheirhomes. | 

The campaign in IWinois will cover the en- 
tire state, and the strength of the national 
organization will be centered in this state 
in connection with the league's work of 
arousing public sentiment on the question 
of the ten hour law for women, which State 
Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies recently 
was restrained from enforcing by writ of 
injunction. 

Will Canvass the State. 


Pending the decision of the Supreme court, 
to which tribunal the decision of Judge 
Tuthill was appealed, the women wil send 
speakers into all parts of the state for the 
purpose of elucidating the nature af the law 
and to point out that its object is to protect 
the lives and health of women workers. 

A speaking tour will be mapped out and 
Mrs. Raymond Robins, national president of 
the league, will start next week on a tour to 
include Champaign, Urbana, Springfield, and 
other cities, 

Following Mrs. Robins will be Miss Agnes 
Nestor, organizer for the league; Miss Anna 
Willard of the Waitresses’ union, Miss Eliza- 
beth Maloney and Miss Lulu Holly of the 
Laundry Workers’ union, who will apeak at 
most of the larger cities and towns in the 
state. 

The campaign will culminate at the annual 
convention of the Illinois State Federation of 
Labor, which opens a week's sessioniat Belle- 
ville on Oct. 19. 

The subject of the eight hour day for wom- 
en and theappeal made by Factory Inspector 
Davies on,the injunction decision of Judge 
Tuthill relative to the ten hour law will form 
one of the leading subjects to be considered 
by the convention.

LINE TO SPEND MILLIONS. 


Double Tracking Between This 
City and Oelwein, Ia., Al- 
ready Started. 


Influenced, it is said, by the opposition of 
a state railroad commission and by protests 
Trom representatives of its traveling patrons 
=: various local points, the Chicago’ Great 
Western railway has suddenly decided to 
sancel arrangements which had been mede 
for a drastic reduction in train service be- 
tween Chicago and the Twin Cities. 

Orders had been issued by the new manage- 
ment, effective today, to eliminate from the 
schedules the trains leaving Chicago at 8 a. 
m., 5 p. m., and 11:30 p. m., and those arriv- 
ing in Chicago at 10 p. m., 6:20 p. m., and 11:45 
6. m. This would leave the 6:30 p. m. train 
from Chicago and its return train from Min- 
neapolis the only through train on the Great 
Western between here and the Twin Cities: 
Tt is understood that the changes were to 
be only temporary, during the reconstruction 
period, until the road should have been put 
in better shape to compete with its strong 
rivals. However, as the road has a long route 
to the Twin Cities, 430 miles, it is expected 
that it will be developed more for freight 
business than passenger, traffic.

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SPAIN’S PLAN STIRS EUROPE 


Ambitious Projects in Northern 
Africa Cause Criticism. 


MOOR WAR IS CONTINUING. 


15,000 R inforcements Are to Be Dis- 
patched to Morocco. 


[eY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] ., 


PARIS, Oct. 2.—The ambitious projects at- | 


tributed to Spain with regard to northern 
Africa have aroused much criticism not only 
in the Paris newspapers but in the press of 
other European capitals. 

Official circles in France, however, so far 
outwardly manifést Httle disquietude, as 
Spain's assurances regarding territorial ag- 
grandizement thus far have been categorical. 
It is understood that France and Great Brit- 
ain have agreed that Spain shall have full 
right to exact indemnity from Morocco and 
temporarily to occupy territory pending its 


payment, but both are prepared to resist the 


definite occupation of Tetuan. 
War Against Moors Continues. 

MADRID, Oct. 2.—It is understood here 
that the government, after consultation with 
Gen. Marina, the commander of the Spanish 
forces in Morocco, has decided to continue 
aggressive operations against the Moors. 

Reinforcements to the number of 15,000 
men will be sent to Africa and a regiment 
of lancers already has left. Mount Guruga 
will be permanently occupied. 

In addition the Spaniards will hold a big 
piece of territory with Tetuan as a base until 
the payment by Morocco of an indemnity of 

Further details of the engagement fought 
two days ago in Morocco have been received 
here. The Spaniards lost a total of 235.rhen, 
killed and wounded, including Gen. Diez Vi- 
cario, who lost his life. A single battalion of 
chasseurs had nineteen officers and eighty 
men wounded. 

Spaniards Are Surprised. 

The Spanish-.expedition was reconnoitering 
in the direction of Sokel Jemis. The Moors 
at first retired before the Spanish advance, 
which was tained by artillery, but they 
gradually re- a@ behind the heights at 
Argan and sal on and when the Span- 
lards entered Te rocky defiles below their 
position, where the.horses hardly could keep 
their footing, they were attacked furiously. 

The cohimn under Gen. Vicario, which was 
in the advance, received orders to retire, and 
the movement was being dcecomplished in 
good order under cover of the field machine 
guns when Vicario was shot dead and fell 
from his horse. Gen. Tovar then tso0k com- 
mand and after fierce fighting the Moors 
were beaten off. The entire expedition re- 
tired to Zeluan.

Mazgrullah Khan, 
brother of the amir of Afghanistan, who is 
notoriously anti-British, is bécoming increas- 
ingly powerful at Kabul, and in India he is 
regarded as a constant menace to peace. 
Mazrullah is reported to be preaching a holy 
war among the tribesmen in the British 
sphere of influence. |

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The life of John Wes- 
ley; founder of the Methodist church, has 
been rewritten. Discoveries of many import- 
ant incidents in his career. hidden in eryptic 
characters, have led to the revised story. 

The Rev. Nehemiah Curnock some time 
ago found a large number of diaries penned 
by Wesley in obsolete shorthand, curiously 
abbreviated longhand, and extraordinary 
ciphers, the keys to which seemed lost for 
good. Curnock, himself an expert, em- 
ployed others versed similarly, and they set 
in to solve the triple puzzle. 


Problem Taxes Wits of Experts. 

The unraveling process taxed the wits of 
the workers, but after unsparing labor they 
pieced out events in the life of the churchman 
which add greatly to his history. 

The ciphers caused the most trouble. At 
one time Curnock thought them solved. He 
found, half concealed in one of the diaries, a 
double series of the letter ‘‘e,”’ and thought 
he had picked up the key. But it would not 
turn the lock. 

It became evident that there was a cipher 
within a cipher. He worked along that line 
and puzzled over it long, but eventually the 
solution of the mystery came in a flash. 


New Light on Love Affairs. 
Among the features revealed by the efforts 
of Curnock are wfitings which shed new 
light upon Wesley's historic love affairs in 
Georgia and the quarrel with Gov. Ogle 
thorpe which followed. An exquisitely beau- 


tiful account of the matter is given, evidently .

The contents of the diaries have been edited 
by Curnock and will be published soon.

Owners May Aid. 

It is even possible that by that law of re- 
action which is established imour politics « 
certain proportion of the timid and small 
property owners in the country might give 

, them the mandate as well as the power to do 

* go. And the whole history of the house of 
lorda, the secret of its continued existence, is 
that it has so often swallowed things which 
it disliked.

The mar- 
ket would be flooded with cheap tea.free 
from taxation. A syndicate is said already 
to be in existence for that contingency. 

But this would be only the beginning of | 
the difficulty. The big tea merchant would 
have to restore the millions he had got from 
the small dealer, the small dealer the mil- 
lions he had got from-his customers, and the 
‘gtate the millions it had got from all, 

Lords Must Force Fight. 

Of course I have dealt here with only one 
tax.

Nebraskan Finds Interesting 
Facts in Study of London 
Court Records. 


Location of Blackfriars and 
Globe Theaters Decided Upon 
During Inquiry. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO: TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 2.—Prof. Charles W. Wal- 
lace of the University of Nebraska published 
his first article on his recent Shakspearean 
discoveries in the public record office here. 
He claims the data he discovered with the 
assistance of his wife was the moat important 
that have come to light since the discovery 


of Shakspeare’s wil! in 1747. 

These records are final as regards Shak- 
speare’s financial relations with the Black- 
friars and Globe theaters. 

“We stand,” says Prof. Wallace, “ for the 
first time on the solid ground, grateful for this 
refuge from the quagmires of supposition and 
hypothesis.’’ 

The new information is derived from the 
records in the lawsuit in which the complain- 
ant was Thomasina Ostelar, the young wid- 
owed daughter of Shakspeare’s lifelong 
friend, John Hemyngs. Thomasina'’s hus- 
band, William, was a famous actor when he 
married her in 1611. He died in 1614 and his 
widow, who was barely 20 years old, delivered 
into her father’s keeping two leases to be 
held in trust for hes. 

These leases were for certain shares her 
husband held in the Globe and Blackfriars 
theaters. Differences arose between the 
father and daughter, with the result that 
the latter in 1615 sued Hemyngs in the Chan- 
cery court. The case was settled out of court, 
but further differences led to a suit at com- 
mon law, with the-arrest of the father for 
trespass, 


History of. Shares Told. 
It is documents in this case that supply the 
new facts. They recount the history of the 
shares in question, also-the history of all 
the shares in the Globe and Blackfriars 
theaters from their beginning. The case was 
set for trial two months prior to Shak- 
speare’s death, and although the suit was di- 
rected against Hemyngs it in effect was 
against Shakspeare, Burbages, and the whole 
company of shareholders, for Hemyngs was 
business manager and agent of the com- 
pany. ne 
The history recounted in the documents 
covers the period of Shakspeare’s most ma- 
ture genius—namely: from 1599, the date of 
the building of the Globe theater, to his death 
in 1616, and the period when the Globe and 
— theaters reached their highest 
ame. : 
Professor Wallace enters with great de- 
tail on Shakspeare’s interests in the two 
theaters. When Osteler died in 1614 he and 
Shakspeare owned each one-seventh ih the 
Blackfriars theater and one-fourteenth in 
the Globe theater. The value varied from 
time to time, but when Thomasina’'s suit 
was brought Shakspeare’s share in the Globe» 
was estimated to be worth $1,500 and his” 
share in Blackfriars at the same price. 


Two Theaters Worth $32,500. 
This made the market value of Blackfriars 
$11,500 and of Globe $21,000. This is only an 
estimate.

DOMESTIC LAKE SHIPMENTS 
FOR AUGUST BREAK RECORDS. 
Unusually Large Transfers of Iron 


Ore Are Mainly Responsible for In- 
creased Monthly Total Recorded. 


—_— 


¢Washington, D. C., Oct, 2.—[Special. }~—The 
bureau of statistics today issued a summary 
of the lake commerce of the United States 
during the month of August which shows 
that the figures of total domestic shipments 
from all lake ports were larger than during 
any month for which reports have been re- 
ceived by the bureau. 

The August shipments in the domestic 
trade of all kinds of merchandise aggre- 
gated 12,548,057 net tons, compared with 
10,065,449 net tons shipped during August, 
1908, and 12,125,459 net tons shipped during 
nba 1907, the latter figure being the 

rgest monthly total heretofore recorded by 
the bureau. 

The unusually large shipments of iron ore 
are mainly responsible for the large monthly 
total. The monthly shipments of grain and 
flaxseed were below the August shipments 
for the last- year, and the same ia true of 
the combined hard and soft coal shipments 
for the month. 

The domestic shipments during August 
of iron ore, 6,947,506 gross tons, were 45 per 
cent larger than the corresponding August, 
1908, figures, and even show a large gain over 
the heavy August, 1907, shipments of 6.520.258 
tons. The combined receipts for the month 
at Chicago, Gary, and Indiana Harbor are 


@ Stated, as 1,167,145 gross tons, while the re- 


ceipts at the same three ports for the eight 
months are given as 3,991,632 gross tons, or 
18.9 per cent of the total iron ore discharged 
at all lake ports during the eight months 
of the present season. 

The monthly wheat shipments, chiefly from 
Chicago, show the unusually small total of 
8,159,668 bushels; the shipments from Duluth- 
Superior, in former years the main forward- 
ing ports, showing greatly reduced totals. 
The season shipments of wheat, 14,299,647 
bushels, were 24 per cent less than during the 
Orresponding period in 1908 and over 10,000, - 
000 bushels short of the eight months’ ship- 
ments in 1907. 

The August lake vessel movement fn the 
domestic trade, as measured by the number 
and tonnage of vessels departing from the 
various lake ports, aggregated 11,274 ¢essels 
of 15,881,680 net tons register, showing the 
largest monthly tonnage in the domestic 
trade ever reported to the bureau of statis- 
tics, Duluth, Chicago, and Buffalo each show- 
ing ari outward tonnage for the month in ex- 
cess of 1,000,000.

panies in arrears in the payment of their tax, 
were. the features of today’s session of the 
national convention of the United Boys’ 
Brigade of America. 

Lieut. Gen. H. C. Kilmer of Baltimore was 
unanimously reélected commander in chief. 
Brig. Gen. H. M. Stratton of Brooklyn was 
elected vice commander and James E. Good- 
win of Baltimore secretary and treasurer. 

Gen. Kilmer reappointed his entire staff 
of division commanders. Boston was decided 
upon as the city where the next convention 
will be held, in October, 1911.

 ahaooeladal fights, distance races between 
spherical balloons, speed contests by dirig- 
-ible air craft, a water pageant with four ves- 
sels of the United States navy participating, 
parades, festival banquets, the annual ap- 
pearance of the mysterious veiled prophet. 
and several public appearances of Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook, arctic explorer, will fl/ out 
the week. 

Preparations for the big events have been 
going om for months. An elaborate system 
of street lighting has been installed, a great 
court of honor erected, and practically the 
entire city has been decorated ed with fags and 
bunting. 

Cook and Ourtiss Divide Honors. 

Two men—Glenn H. Curtiss, aviator, and 
Dr. Cook, explorer, will divide the honors to 
bé accorded td individuals. Curtiss, begin- 
ning Wednesday, will make daily fights, 
weather permitting, from Art hill, Forest 
park, where there is a great natural amphi- 
theater capable of accommodating scores of 
thousands of spectators. Dr. Cook will take 
@ prominent part in the festivities, and will 
be tendered a public reception. 

The Sunday observances will be of a re- 
ligious and historical nature. Special serv- 
ices will be held in the churches, and songs 
of praise and thanksgiving will be sung by 
thousands of Sunday schoo! children. In the 
afternoon tablets marking the places of his- 
toric interest will be unveiled. These latter 
will commemorate all the important events 
from the landing of the founder of the city, 
Pierre Laclede Liguest. in 1764, to the build. 
ing of the new municipal structures, the lay- 
ing of whose corner stones will be an im- 
portant feature of the week. 

The balloon races will be started Monday. 
Two events are on the program, the first 
limited to spherical air craft of 40,000 cubic 
feet capacity or less, and the second to larger 
balloons of up to 80,000 cubic feet. Seven 
distanee and two endurance prizes are offered 
for these contests. 

In the evening the streets will ‘be {)}umi- 

nated for the first time, and the opening band 
concerts will be given. 

Tuesday will be a period of pageantry. The 
United States torpedo boat flotilla, consist- 
ing of the MacDonough, Wilkes, Tinge, and 
Thornton, will lead a parade on the Missis- 
sippi river, in which scores of motor boats, 
river packets, and other vessele will take 


part. 
Veiled Prophet in Pomp. 


The evening wil! see the veiled prophet ar- 
rive in greater pomp than has been his wont 
for years. The floats of his parade will be 
unusually elaborate, and the ball with which 
the celebration ends will be one of the most 
brilliant functions at which he has ever pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Curtiss is scheduled to inaugurate his 
flights Wednesday, fdllowing the review of 
a “‘municipal pageant’ by the mayors of 
1,000 American cities, who have been invited 
to witness the doings of the week as the 
guests of the city. 

Thursday 200 floats, representing the in- 
dustrial progress of a century, will wind 
through the streets. 

Friday will witness a series of aeroplane 
contests in which some startling results are 
anticipated. Half a dozen inventors of the 
United States, many of them as yet obscure, 
have signified their intention to participate. 
The prizes of $1,000 and a gold medal, and 
$500 and a silver medal! for the best flights 
| will be given to the operators of the ma- 
chines which make the longest flights out 
from and back to a starting square 200 feet 
in dimensions. The street pageant thisday 
will be a combined educational, historical, 
and military parade. 

Saturday's program includes a race for 
dirigible balloons, with Baldwin, Beachey, 
and Knabenshue as the chief contestants; the 
release of the two score unguided spherical 
balloons of 3.000 cubic feet capacity; a parade 
of 500 automobiles, and the dedication of 
“ Fairground,”’ a new public park.

After Mr, Tarkington bad finished reading the-manuscript of “Foreign Ex- 
ehange”’ to Miss Eleanor Robson, for whom it was written, that young woman

Warner, to their producer, Mr. Tyler, who acquiesced, and the result we had with 
us last Sunday evening at the Grand opera house. 

That the result was not wholly felicitous was the almost unanimous opinion of 
the experts who sit in judgment on such occasions for the newspapers. The usual 
variety of reasons was assigned, we are told. While Mr. Tarkington amiably ad- 
mitted the penetration and sagacity of the diagnosists, he departed, as is customary 
m such cases, without availing himself or his play of their wisdom. Perhaps he 
segarded the deliberations of the critics as an autopsy rather than a diagnosis. Be 
that as it may, “ Foreign Exchange” stands or falls just as it was on the night of 
its production, and Messrs. Tarkington and Wilson are already employed elsewhere 


- im the supervision of the first performances of their numerous other new dramas. 


But while further comment is futile so far as practical results in the improve- 
ment of the play are concerned, the unheeded commentators will for a time con- 
tinue to hold their farthing candles to the sun, 

It seeths to this observer that the authors erred at the conclusion of the third 
act when a surprising climax is ruined by a flabby attempt to develop the char- 
acter of old Baxter, the ingenuouws American magnate whose daughter is unwisely 
married to a polite but profligate French count. This nobleman’s moral peccadillos 
through a skillful train of circumstances suddenly disclose themselves in a new 
quartér—around the white neck, in fact, of his countess’ best friend. In the midst 
of the ensuing consternation the old millionaire, who has been passive until now, 
steps forward bravely and declares that he is going to stand by his daughter, 
That is all. 

Instead of remaining out of the scene altogether or coming into it.with an {n- 
teresting proposition of some sort or another, he shows his absolute uselessness by a 
few forced “damns” and the promise that he “ will do anything on earth you tell 
me to do”—about as weak a line as curtain ever came down upon. 


A Faint Echo of the Man from Horns 


Since this character could not be enlarged without too great an infringement nm 
the rights of the resourceful Mr. Pike in “ The Man from Home,” more attention 
might be paid with benefit to the réJe of young Hardy, the slim and handsome 
painter chap, who in his Medieval turret engages in silent and respectful adoration 
of the distressed princess, The situation is dramatic enough—an American girl 
rebellious at the polished wrongs done her by her careless count and held captive 
by the law and her husband's family. 

Her escape, of course, is the theatrical end of the play. The artist, however, 
bas little to do with it except to talk, and his romantic temperament finds only 
occasional respo from the lady he loves. Mr. Tarkington says that American 
audiences are theGnost immoral in the world because they so definitely show their 
disappointment when his artist and his married countess refrain from indulging in 
the misbehavior which they so bitterly object to in others. 

It probably is not immorality the audiences wish, but romance, and there is more 
of the first than the second in “‘ Foreign Exchange.” ‘The trouble with the play, ~e- 
garding it from a “ popular” standpoint, would seem té be that there is not enough 
doing and too many people to do ft. Tlie authors heeded Miss Ejinanor Robson’s 
counsel, but not enough. They need one dominating character who will do things, 
and would they but magnify one of the three leading rdlés they might have a more 
successful play. 

The performance does not develop the sociological side of .Messrs. Tarkington 
and Wilson’s romance with as much clarity as it might. It was their obvious in- 
tention to picture an old family of the French aristocracy, an urbane, charming, 
cultured household, into which any American woman might marry, title or no title—~ 
but holding the presumed old world ideas of morality. The actors, however, have 
it otherwise. ; 

Instead of a courtly, kind hearted old prince, affable, elegant, and generous, 
Henry Bergman, for instance, presents the usual caricature, heavy, sinister, for- 
bidding, speaking his most casual lines with a melodramatic lilt and engaging in 
ell the villain’s tricks known to that branch of acting. The false friend is another 
unfortunate absuraity;. and the young count with the “ silky phrases” would be 
spotted for what he is the first time he slunk across the average American girl’s 
vision. Mr. Holland's characterization of the American father is a fine example 
of that excellent actor’s woefully unappreciated ability; and Mr. Warner’s imper- 
sohation of the artist, especially in his quizzical moments, is a pleasant and effec- 
tive variation of the average stage hero. Vincent Serrano will have his work 
marked out for him when he succeeds Mr. Warner in that role tonight. 


Mr. Stone’s Funny Legs Save “The Old Town.” 


Another usually efficacious Indiana author encountered the prevailing unneigh- 
borly attitude last week. There have been few kind words for’ Mr. Ade’s “ The 
Old Town,” the Jatest musical play written to exploit the comic genius of Messrs. 
Montgomery and Stone, two entertaining performers whé6se pedal dexterity in: the 
past may have led to some slight confusion regarding their other attainments. The 
noticeable difficulty in “The Old Town” is the absence of fun aside from the 
physical comedy displayed in the agile antics of the stars. Of Mr. Ade’s delightful 
eatire there is none in “The, Old Town,” and of that other dependable musical 
comedy asset, ramance, there is little more. 

Mr. Ade’s observation of the first performance sent‘ him into seclusion, whence 
he will not emerge until the rifts in “The Old Town” are repaired. Before his 
departure he is said to have indulged in one or two plaintive inquiries. “If I write 
retire, who is there in the cast that is able to get it over?” he asked. “And if I 
write romance, of what use will it be to performers who dance as well as Mont- 
Somery and Stone?” We confess we do not know. 

An abiding confidence in Mr. Ade’s head and in the Messrs. Montgomery and 
Btone’s feet, however, inspires us to the prediction that “The Old Town” beforg 
many weeks hate passed will be a pleasure both to the eye and to the ear. Mr. 
Ade is noted for his proficiency in thinking of fuony things for the stage a while 
efter he should have thought of them—a field of reflection described by some ono 
as “carriage thoughts.” 

Meantime, “by way of proving that the play is not the thing, the reputation of

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few seasons ago, to farcical comedy because 
the public has once again manifested its in- 
Sistent wish that he stick to fun making 
Instead ofthe hervic. In the less conspicu- 
ous'cities he slipped in, as a “‘ curtain raiser ” 
to the frivolity of the evening, a tragic little 
affair called “ The Man Who Makes Them 
Laugh.” The real laugh was thet the fic- 
tional incident showed profoundly how mis- 
erable and woeful ig the heart beneath the 
jollity of the comedian. A crackerjack comic 
fellow is the hardest possession for the thea- 
ter public to rétain. Crane so passionately pre- 
fers to be serious that only the real serious- 
ness of a great business falling off sends him 
back to fun. Louis Mann is happiest. when 
sad. Francis Wilson compromises to occa- 
sional sober one act pleces in brief connec- 
tion with full lengths of farce. But the ex- 
amples are too numerous to recount. 

The most serious thing Sam did in connes- 
tion with ‘‘ The Girl and the Wizard,” the 
new play written for him by J. Hartley 
Manners, was his failure to squelch the re- 
port that in it he would challenge compari- 
son to Warfield In “The Music Master.” 
Then, during rehearsals and by easy de- 
grees, songs were slipped in; choruses, a 
prima donna, finally show girls. The result 
was a sure success; and with it some regard 
for the Bernard ambition. He had two or 
three scenes of sober and appealing senti- 
ment, but he had many, many more of de- 
lightful drolleryrof the most irresietible hu- 
mor. He played the serious passages wel]l— 
but it would not be difficult at any time to 
secure an inconspicuous actor quite as com- 
petent to play them. .The laughable scenes 
he amplified and delivered with a natural 
sense of humor, humanity, and art which 
would be impossible to surpass—if, indeed, to 
match—in thecomic stage of the universe.

“The Girl and the Wizard ” suffers froma 
prologue—and I happen to know that before 
the theater was aired after its huge and glit- 
tering “first night” audience the question 
under managerial! discussion lay between the 
choice of cutting it to. a couple of minutes or 
amputating it altogether. A good deal that 
could have been told ina few words was acted 
in full in a Tyrolean glen, which lacked ro- 
mance in its setting quite as totally as Man- 
ners’ exposition of young love lacked ro- 
mance in the telling. That over, we settled 
down—or sat up—to two acts of pretty songs, 
of gay dances, of eable sentiment, and of 
bilarious fun. The impecunious and ras- 
cally old count would;not let his daughter 
marry the handsome hero because he saw 
himself wealthier as father-in-law to the 
millionaire called. the wizard because of his 
ability to transform the most valueless bit of 
rock into a precious stone. 

“At night I keep my jewels in the ice 
box,” the wizard-explained. ‘‘ Then I turn 
a cakcium light on the safe so any thieves 
that look in can’t miss it.” 

A play of his has been acted once. The 
kindliest of the critics said: ‘‘ We shall hot 
look upon its like again.” So the wizard en- 
gages a stranded opera troupe to give it a 
‘second performance, “ just to make that 
fellow a liar.” He engages a large company 
so half of the players can sit in front and 
make a good sized audience. The heroic tenor 
loges his voice at the last moment, so Ber- 
nard has to take his place. Need I say more? 
Two weeks after seeing “ The Girl and the 
Wizard ’’ one hardly could disentangle its 
plot and incidents from those of a gifetime 
of musica) farces.* Yet as surely as the play 
is without the slightest novelty. just as sure- 
ly is it rollicky, good, clean, cheerful fun.

narrow minded baronet whose lifelong ex- 
penditures have, in his old age, brought him 
and his family to a condition of poverty al- 
most bordering on want. 

‘‘You must pardon me if I busy myself 
with the arnica bottle,"’ said Mr. Dodson. 
“ Unfortunately I bumped my hand on a 
chair as I was making my exit and it is most 
painful. But the arnica will work wonders 
and I ean taik and doctor myself at the same 
time. Tell me, how do you Hke my play?” 

Sométhing ‘enthusiastic being vouchsafed 
in reply, Mr. Dodson continued:

“There seems to be a sort of general idea 
that ‘The House Next Door’ is much on 
the order of ‘The Melting Pot,’ and, indeed, 
it, is a most mistaken idea. Tne former is 
a comedy pure and simp!e, whereas the lat- 
ter presented a problem ‘and started out to 
solve it. 

“True, both plays have in them Jewish 
characters; but in this one the characters 
are merely characters, and they. are not in- 
troduced with the slightest notion of in any 
way preaching a sermon. 

“You may not have thought of it, but it 
is true that usually when Jews are introduced 
into a play they’ are presented in either a 
grotesque or a revolting light. They are 


not fair, and in ‘The House Next Door’ we 
have endeavored to show a Jew who isa man, 
a kindly man, a generous one. One of the 
newly rich to be sure, who, in the first home 
he has ever had, places gilded furniture and 
garish adornments which.betray that he is a 
man risen from poveriy.. His h , £8 com- 
pared to that of the old man next door with 
its worn, but tasteful elegance, tells a story 
by itself. 

“ But in this play. the Jew is allowed to 
speak for himself. He is given opportuni- 
ys in which to show that he is a man even 
if he is not a Christian. Decidedly he gets 
the best of it.” 
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“Much of the succeas of this play depends 
on the detail, does it not?” 

“So much! So much! The theatergoing 
public of the present day is not satisfied with 
anything lessthan perfection. And there can 
be no perfection without a care for detail. It 
is the same in a play as it is with the gowning 
of a woman. A genera! scrutiny may find 
her charming, but Closer inspection points 
out the Gust on her boots, the rip in her 
glove, an overabundance of rouge, perhaps, 
and the tout ensemble is spoiled completely 
for the connoisseur. 

“There are no tale bearers like opera 
giasses. The unassisted eye may possibly 
not always notice, but the opera glasses are 
there to tell that at the breakfast table what 
is supposed to be ham is, in reality, nothing 
at all; that the coffee is represented by a 
black rim painted in thecup. All this brings 
to mind the fact that they are in a theater, 
that the scenes being depicted on the stage 
are merely scenes being acted by men and 
women who are getting paid for it, and im- 
mediately half the interest is gone. 

“There is a breakfast scene in this play,. 
as you know, and we have ham and coffee and 
toast and marmalade. The real food is really 
there and we really ea@it. 

“Speaking about tHe little things—it is 
remarkable how the slightest untoward event 
may change the current of the thoughts of 
the audience.

(‘LIFE AND TIMES OF THOMAS 
HOOD.”) “ By common consent of compe~ 
tent critics,”"” observes Me. Jerrold, “‘ Hood 
occupies a notable place among our nine- 


teenth century poets, by popular acclai 


he is a writer whose comic verse stands far 
above that of all competitors, by all who 
have studied it his life story is recognized 
as an interesting chapter in the history of 
modern letters, and his personality is an at- 


tractive and lovable one. Though all those 


things are true of him there has been up to 
the present but one attempt to tell the story 
of Thomas Hood's life with any fubiness, 
and that was in the ‘ Memorials of Thomas 
Hood,’ prepared by his son and daughter, 
arid published in two volumes in 1860. Ten 
years later a single volume edition was 
issued, with some portions excised and one 
er two fresh letters inserted. 

Sfhe ‘Memorials’ served théir purpose; 
they told something of Hood's life history, 
showed him as a hard worker, as a light 
hearted fighter against ill health and as the 
{olized head of a household; but though the 

“Memorials ’ did all this, the work was 
sadly incomplete and necessarily uncritical. 
The autbors—who were but chikiren of 10 


and 15 when he died—sought chiefly to show 


their father as they knew him; they_can 
have paid but little attention to research, 
And were satisfied with dismissing, even in 
the second edition, the first thirty-five of 
his forty-six years in sixty-seven pages, 
While devoting four hundred pages to tlie 
semaining eleven years.” 

Mr. Jerrola’s first concern has been to 
@ well rounded biography, and to cor- 
fect inaccuracies and supply deficiencies. 
It may sound a trifie ribald, but to the

Indeed, Charles Lamb went so. fer as to 
aub him #the new Hogarth,”-but an art 
more liberal and expansive laid persistent 
demands upon Hood, and, almost without 
intending it, he became a contributer to the 
Dundee magazine (he was living in Scot- 
land at the time) and to the Independent, a 
Dundee quarterly. 

It would be interesting to know to what 
extent this sojourn in Scotland among rela- 
tives grudging of their hospitality, neigh- 
pors given to malicious gobsip, and fellow 
‘workman of dour brows and cautious 
speech, developed the teasing imps of ‘mirth 
in young Hood.

In such a spirit did he enter upon his life 
task, not, however, striving to keep at bay 
those hounds of heaven which followed 
close on his heels and bade him write after 
the fashion of the great classieists or in the 
spirit of profound brotherhood for the suf- 
fering, the overridden, and the dumb. 

That life should deepen and widen rapidly 
with sueh a man as Hood was a foregone 
conclusion. His friendships became numer- 
ous, sincere, and charming, and In 1825 he 
married Jane Reynolds, the daughter of a 
writer of some note, and was to enjoy a 
wedded experience of unusual felicity. 
Meantime ideas were buzzing in Hood's 
head like bees in a hive, and from that time 
until the day of his death, at home and in 
exile, in comparative comfort and in great 
poverty, he was to fill every available mo- 
ment with pen activity. Had his wife been 
dull, or vain, or so sensitive as to aheck the 
flow of his humor or the exercise of his bent 
for practical jokes he might not have lived 
even to attain as many years as he did. But 
he was much indulged and cosseted, and 
though he took much thought for his family 
and endeavored to play the part of protec- 
tor, it is evident that the refinements which 
Mrs. Hood knew how to introduce into even 
uncéngenia] surroundings and her sweet 
gayety and tolerance were as sunshine to 
this * sensitive plart.”

The Hoods had various removals and a 
long and heartsick residence abroad. Pbhy- 
sicians in those days had a way of advising 
a change for such invalids as they could not 
deal with otherwise, and Hood was the vic- 
tim of his doctor’s theories. But the place 
of residence is, after all, a matter of less 
moment than it ordinarily is thought to be. 
It may well suffice Thomas Hood wrote

Beauty Essential to Great Metropolis. 


HE old saying, “ her face is her for- 

tune,”’ applies more forcibly to cities 

than to women. In other words, a 

few reflections upon the commercial 

value of beauty are suggested by the 
plans for the future of Chicago designed by 
D. H. Burnham & Co. for the Commercia! 
club. 

Chicago began as a commercial necessi- 
ty, and grew rapidly in size and power be- 
cause her situation at the head of the great 
lakes and at the focal point of the devel- 
oping west made such growth inevitable. 

She grew beyond the wildest dreams of 
those early settlers who first laid down a 
crisscross of streets bétween the lake 
and the river, but her guardians pieced 
out the old.gown and patched up the un- 
seemly rents, and even propitiated her with 
a few jewels in the shape of parks and 
public buildings. But as their awkward 
charge matured in stature and began to 
show promise of grace, they never gave her 
a new dress, never set off her regal charms 
with garments well cut, well made, of ma- 
terials rich enough to befit Chicago’s rank 
among the great cities of the world. 

— * 

So she still mopes on the shore of her 
beautiful lake. Being sensitive, like other 
young women of spirit, to misfits and 
patching and disarray and dirt and dowdi- 
ness, she cannot rise in proud conscious- 
ness of strength and beauty, and play the 
great part which belongs to her in the 
drama of our age. 

And she never will play it adequately 
unless she is adequately equipped. In oth- 
er words—to ¢rop the metaphor—if Chi- 
cago is to be a great city as well as a big 
one, if she is to be a true metropolis and 
take away from predatory New York her 
proper western share of the cream of the 
nation’s wealth, she must become, as is 
easily possible, more beautiful than New 
York, more nobly housed and adorned, 
more gen4rously provided with ali the 

pleasure giving arts. Before many decades 
as the \west develops, Chicago must fight 
with New York the battle for precedence; 
perhaps ultimately with Kansas City or 
Seattle. 

Her fate cries out—she cannot grub along 
with eyes to the ground, weighing dust and 
counting pennies. She must look forward, 
with quick imagination and prophetic vi- 
sion; she must do big things for big results, 
make large expenditures to gain an enor- 
mous increase in values and in prestige. 


_ 

The Commercial club's plan is an Instance 
of such prophetic vision, the effort of pub- 
lic spirited citizens to reveal to the people 
the greatness of their opportunity and show 
them how it may be met. The city chafes 
and frets between her too narrow central 
boudaries; here is a plan which picks 
up the loop and throws it away; which 
boldly moves the center of the town across 
that troublesome old Chinese wall, the 
river; which ruthlessly widens important 
streets and cuts arterial avenues through 
private property; which bravely shifts all

freight handling and distribution to the 
southern end of the city, so that only such 
goods as are needed in town may. be 
brought to*the congested center, and so 
that the enormous ships of modern com- 
merce may find a harbor large enough to 
receive them instead of the narrow and 
twisted harbor of half a century ago. 

These things of primal and pivotal tm- 
portance the plan suggests; things written 
perhaps in the book of destiny though diffi- 
cult and slow of accomplishment; things 
which may be prepared for and gradually 
achieved. 

The acceptance of these ideas—not in 
exact detail, doubtless, but in the main— 
would mean the foundation of a metropolis. 
It would be the casting off of the oid vil- 
lage construction, which has hampered a 
great city’s development, in favor of a 
scheme convenient and ample, offering pos- 
sibilities of grandeur. 

oo 

The immediate commercial advantages 
prophesied by some of the revolutionary 
features of the plan—the improved ter- 
minal facilities, for example, and the read- 
justment of values involved in a larger 
business district—are matters to be dis- 
cussed by experts. 

They are the result of careful study of 
the problem, and they have the sanction 
of the Commercial club; they should be 
closely studied and warmly discussed by 
the representatives of various interests and 
by all citizens, so that the most scientific 
results may be achieved. They should not 
be left, however, to the narrow self-inter- 
ests of the moment, but should be decided 
by the public spirit of the whole people; and 
to that end the whole people should get 
this plan into their imaginations; should 
test it by the future. 

We should live in the future, as our fa- 
thers' did when they saw a great city in 
the little mudhale of a village at the end 
of the lake. They planned a metropolis 
strategically; we should plan it commer- 
clally and artistically. 


~~ 

The commercial value of beauty—in our 
headlong rush for quicker and more obvi- 
ous values we should pause and take 
thought of beauty as an asset. The lesson 
was enforced in my own experience the 
other day when, returning from the west, I 
stopped over at St. Paul to see the decora- 
tions of the new state capito!. For this rea- 
son alone I stayed twenty-four hours, con- 
tributing my little $5 to the wealth of the 
place; and for this reason thousands Ip the 
future will follow me and feel abundantly 
rewarded by, the sight of even one of La- 
farge’s fou? great panels, not to speak of 
the other pictures, 

In other words, this one bullding will 
gradually become to the twin cities the 
source of an income larger, perhaps, than 
the interest on the four and a half millions 


that it cost. Has anyone ever enriched the 
city of Springfield to see Illinois’ capitol. 

The ever-increasing beauty of New York 
—the metropolitan splendor and gayety 
and: finish which that city is acquiring— 
receives the tribute of millions of dollars 
every year frém the countless visitors 
whom it attracts and holds. How could 
modern Italy exist without her tourists? 
And how many millions do we Americans 
contribute every year to the overtaxed and 
underfed Italian people solely because their 
country is a treasure house of art.

One of fhe most imminent features of the 
Plan, responding to an immediate and press- 
ing need, is the proposed improvement of 
Michigan avenue and Pine street. It is 
scarcely too much to say that the adoption 
of this one detail of the plan would change 
the expression on the fair face of Chicago 
from a frown to asmile. This region may 
not be the heart of the city, but it is her 
brow and eyes, the forefront of her counte- 
nance. And how heavily; is it now incum- 
bered with unsightly and inadequate bulld- 
ings, with grime and cobble stones and ugil- 
ness!

To sweep away all that, make a con- 
tinuous broad boulevard, grade the river 
approaches toward a stationary high 
bridge, making room for the crosg street 
traffic to pass below the driveway—would 
not this change the city’s gloomy look to 
ene of good cheer and hospitality and 
grace? 

Would it not reveal to us, as never be. 
fore, the beauty of the harbor entrance— 
the river widening to the lake, the tall ship- 
ping at the docks, the ever-changing colors 
of the majestic open sea beyond? Would 
it not summon and welcome the world in- 
stead of repelling it? Would it not, there- 
fore, enormously increase values, beyond 
all proportion to its cost? I mean not only 
the value of life, which is usually too slight.

As the name impiies, 
the principal, and only, stone is a topaz, which 
hangs as a pendant. The topas is nearly 
the size of a hen’s egg and is the exact shade, 
shape, and size of the topaz chiefly embedded 
ir* the crown of England. The mounting is 
the same as it has been for over a century 
and consists of merely a band of old gold ar- 
tistically engraved in the style in vogue 
éuring the reign of King George. 

The Bgyptian headdress is one of heavy 
silver, which makes a pleasing background 
for the marvelous blue of the lepis lasulae 
gems set at the head and end of each pen- 
dant hanging from the body of the head 
dress. The filet of the plece is a double row 
of snake coil, to which are secured the gem 
laden pendants. The earrings are also of 
silver and are engraved fn a wewird Dgyptian 
pattern. Hanging from the main drops are 
clusters of small silver globes. The combined 
effect_of the headdress and earrings lends 
a-charm of dignity that is wholly Egyp- 
tian,

A gypsy nécklace given to Miss Ware by 
a Roumanian gypsy princess is of extreme- 
ly odd design. It is made up of a cain of 
beads of petrified. vegetable growtn. ‘The 
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beads are .of a peculiar brown color and 
of varied size. Dropping from the chain 
are single stone beads of odd shapes and col- 
ors. The necklace is symbolic of gypsy life 
and temperament, and is greatly valued by 
the actress because of its historic connec- 
tiom.

Newton Booth Tarkington, or Booth Tark- 
ington as he prefers to. be called, one of the 
authors of “ Foreign Exchange,.”’ first be- 
came known to the fiction readers of the 
United States a little over seven years ago, 
when ‘‘ The Gentleman from Indiana.,”’ be- 
gan to run serially in magazine. “He was 
then a trifie under the 30 mark, so far as 
years went, and he had become so accus- 


notes of rejection which editors incilose with 
returned manuscripts that he knew the spe- 
cial style adopted by each. 

He had battered at many doors with many 
kinds of instruments without awakening 
even an echo in theeditorial sanctums. How- 
ever, he kept on writing and rewriting and 
amending and deleting, and he had contrived 
to impress the people of Indianapolis with hits 
potential gifts. 

While the novel, in curtailed form, was 
running serially in the magazine literary folk 
began to speak of its author as “a promising 
young writer.’

‘Those who had thought Mr. Tarkington 
committed to homespura had to alter their 
views. They saw he strutted admirably, at- 


e was | 


titudinized, and mouthed his words with all 
the finesse of a literary dandy. They praised 
kis little book without stint and Mr. Tarking- 


ton had the satisfaction of having justified 


himself to his family and the friends who be- 
lieved in him. He had anrived, at least in 
the proper sense; his work would sell. 

Up to the time of the publication of '' The 
Gentleman from Indiana’ the rewards 
which he had reaped from literature amount- 
ed to, by his own confession, just $22.50. Of 
this amount $20 had come to him In a check 
from Life in payment for a sketch and draw- 
ing which he submitted. The fact that the 
editor took pains to assure him that $13 was 
for the drawing and only $7 for the accom- 
panying literary matter almost persuaded 
him to adopt art a3 a career.

Indeed, he went so far as to give up verse 
and prose altogether foratime. Sketch after 
sketch he turned out, as many as fifty in all, 
and on no one of them was he ableto realize 
acent. Thus repulsed he once moretook up 
the arduous task of convincing the pubiish- 
ers that he could write a novel which people 
would care to read. 

On the subject of his long apprenticeship 
Mr. Tarkington has himself spoken, not with- 
out a little pardonable self-complacency at 
the tenacity of purpose which he manifested. 

** I was for five years and more,” he writes, 
‘‘one of the rejected—as continuously and 
successively, I suppose, as any one who ever 
wrote. I sent short stories to almost all the 
magazines, to receive in every case the MS. 
and printed siip—usually almom simultane- 
ously, it seemed to me (they came back too

would. After this undirected browsing in 
many fields, chiefly deplorable, he admits. 
he entered Purdue university. Ofs«this part 
of his career he has written a letter pub- 
lished in a literary periodical:

“ George Ade and John McCutcheon (they 
were chums) had just left-Purdue when I 
went there, and, although ‘they Wad gone to 
Chicago, seeking the fortunes they have 
found, both the college and the town of La- 
fayette vociferated with their doings. I 
joined the fraternity they bélonged to, and 
they returned for all the banquets and to as- 
sist at initiations, when I was always one of 
the admiring band that followed them about 
to pick up their sayings and laugh to faint- 
ness over them.* 

After one year at Purdue Tarkington went 
to Princeton, where he became one of the 
most popular men fn the institution. 

Encouraged by locafappreciation, he went 
to New Yerk in 1895 @jth the manuscripts of 
two playein his suit case. They were praised 
but rejected, and the young writer returned 
to Indianapolis, where he set to work on a 
50,000 worfl story.

man. fee . 


Defensive Halves Always Alert. 


The defensive halves tackled in grand 
style and always were on the alert for for- 
ward passes and onside kicks This alert- 
ness is demonstrated by the fact that Pur- 
due was unable to successfully execute a 
single one of the new plays in the whole 
contest. One reason for this was the fast 
charging of the Maroon forwards who tore 
through and smothered the man with the 
ball before he had a chance to throw it. 

The form displayed by the Chicago team 
yesterday stamps it as a strong aggregation, 
which wil] put up a mighty hard fight to re- 
tain the western champtonship. The players 
seem to possess football intelligence and have 
the faculty of sizing up formations in jig 
time. Not once. was a Maroon player tricked 
by the most complicated looking formation, 
£0 thoroughly have the players been coached 
in every department of the game. 

Purdue’s défeat was due to its lack of ag- 
gressiveness. fumbling and slow defense. The 
line seldom held or opened holes for the backs 
and some of the forwards allowed themselves 
to be boxed or pushed backward by players 
several pounds lNghter. The backs did not 
go into the line with the dash and drive 
that is bound, to bring substantial gains, 
while the dives off the tackles lacked power. 
Furfdling was the weakness which stuck 
out most prominently in Spelk’s aggrega- 
tion. Not a single player was able to hang 
on to the ball and it was this continual 
fumbling which gave the Maroons many op- 
portunities to score. 


Boilermakers’ Offense Slow. 


The offense of the Boilermakers was about 
the slowest that has been seen on Marshal! 
field in along time. This was due in part to 
the uncertainty of some of the players in the 
backfield who were not sure of themselves 
in the shift formations and had to be told 
where to stand on about every other play. 
Purdue made few attempts to gain by for- 
ward passes and -these always were nipped in 
the bud while the few onside kicks that 
Guepel tried nearly resulted in touchdowns 
for the Maroons. 

It was not so much Chicago's strong of- 
fense that allowed it to humiliate Purdue as 
it was the Bollermakers’ weak defense. Goe- 
bel and Trees, the smashing ends, never hit 
the interference properly, but tried to stop at- 
tacks standing up, with the results that they 
were bowled over easily and the play per- 
mitted to go out around them for long gains. 
This happened continually and neither 
showed any tendency to dive into it on the 
outside and turn the runner in. The large 
side of the field was left unprotected almost 
all the time, and it was this inability of the 
Boilermakers to properly adjust themselves 
to meet existing conditions that allowed 
Sauer to make a forty yard run for a touch- 
down in the second period and also let Page 
get away for a twenty-five yard romp ona 
quarter back run. 

Chicago Gains at Will. 


On the defense, when Chicago was hitting 
Purdue’s line for substantial gains, the for- 
wards did not tighten the line, but played the 
same way every time, with the result that 
Chicago could gain any time it pleased and 
svith any sort of a play. 

In striking contrast to this sort of playing 
was the aggressive, determined work of 
every man on the Chicago team. The keen 
competition for positions on the team had 
its results in that every player who got into 
yesterday's battle played up to his best form 
and Stagg wili have a hard task on his

The work of Page at quarter back should 
gladden the hearts of every Maroon rooter. 
This great little football machine, who was 
taken from end and forced to play quarter 
without the experience of a single big game, 
covered himself with glory. He ran the team 
with the precision of a veteran and although 
there were some things he did which might 
be questioned, his work in handling the team 
on the whole was commendable. while his 
running, dodging, passing, and kicking would 
bring credit to an oldtimer. 

A player who showed remarkable form 
during the entire contest was Kelley. the 
Maroon right tackle. On kicks he was down 
the field with the ends and made most of the 
tackles. He opened up large holes for Rogers 
and Worthwine to slide through and was 
through ongevery play, lending some sort of 
gssistance to the runner.

The eooner the *‘ pugs ”’ realize it, the sooner 
will the sport come into its own again and 
the natural process would be through legis- 
lation.

The world’s record pace is 
a shade better than 74 miles an hour, made 
by Nazzaro in a Fiat in the Florio cup race 
in Italy, the distance being 328 miles.

HE construction of a  ~assenger sub- 
way to carry Chicago’s thousands into 
the loop district is the next great trans- 
portation problem for the municipality 
to solve. Despite the rehabilitation 

and the admittedly better service of the 
street car lines, and the best efforts of the 
elevated roads to handle the growing crowds, 
traction experts declare that the days of 
above the ground transportation in the 
downtown district are numbered. The trav- 
eling population is increasing more rapidly 
than the transportation systems can care 
for it. The result is congestion and entan- 
glement, and the answer to these conditions 
is declared to-exist only in the word “ sub- 
way.” 

Ninety-two miles of subway, including 
twelve miles in the downtown district, is the 
scope of the. subway system declared neces- 
sary to Chicago’s needs for passenger trans- 
Nine different trunk lines—in 
short, nine different subways—are planned, 
eentering in the comparatively small Joop 
district and spreading like the sticks of a 
fan out to the farthest limits of the city. 
Three subways running to the south, one to 
the southwest, two to the west, one to the 
northwest, and two to the north make up 


"| the plans as pictured at present. Their point 


of origin, as said, will be downtown; their 
ends will, be at wrence avenue on the 
north, Fifty-second avenue on the west, and 
Seventy-third street on the south. Such are 
the plans for Chicago’s subway system, ead 
on paper it all sounds simple enough, 
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Engineer Alone Realizes Problem. 

But no one save a civil engineer experi- 
enced in the underground work of a great 
city can r@lize fully the vastness of the 
engineering problem which these plans call 
into being. Beneath the streets of Chicago 
is a subterranean world nearly as large, as 
busy, and as important as the world that 
Moves on the pavement above. From within

No Map of Underworld. 


No one map exists showing the network of 
pipes and conduits which ramify the sub. 
soil; and it is probably safe to say that no 
one man could be found in the city, who. 
standing at a given point in the loop district, 
could say exactly what traverses the ground 
beneath his feet at that point. There are 
many places where one could cross the street 
upon the public utilities without touching 
ground if it were possible to lift the pave- 
ment. Not long ago in preparing to lay city 
electric wires in South Clark street it was 
necessary to dig test holes in order to find a 
place to lay the conduit. 

Upon the maps available space may ex. 
ist, which in reality has been used for “‘ turn- 
out,” or switches, or changesin course, found 
necessary after the work was under way. 
but never recorded on the plat. 

Chicago has approximately 3,000 miles of 
streets, and 1,200 or 1.400 more miles to be 
opened when unsubdivided lands are platted. 
Of these streets 1,600 miles are paved and the 
underground Workin. The paving is done in 
the summer months, and a season's work 
varies from 80 to 100 miles. 

The term “ underground work ” means spe- 
cifically those public improvements which 
follow, or more properly precede the paving— 
sewers and drains, water maine, and water 
service pipes—that work which if not pre- 
viously done will necessitate the tearing up 
of the pavement. Generally speaking, it also 
includes wiring, gas mr es etc. 
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Water Main Advance Guards. 

Water mains and sewers are often laid far 
in advance of paving, making outlying dis- 
tricts Iinhabitable before the population war- 
rents the expense of paving. Drainsand wa- 
ter sérvice pipes may be put in by private 
contract at an owner's option; but when 
paving is to be done, then all these must go 
in whether owners wish it or not and assess- 
ments are>levied to cover the cost of the 
work. 

When the paving of a street is decided upon 
one of the first questions to arise is regarda- 
ing the condition of the underground work, 
and if found not in, or but partially’in, im- 
mediate steps are taken to complete it, that 
there may be no delay when the final con- 
tract for paving is let. Gas and electric 
companies are also notified in time to do their 
work, if any t¢ needed. 

The property owner says: “ They are pav- 
ing such and such a street,” and complains 


of the length of time [t is torn up, or grum- 


bies at the taxes, but the casual observer 
bas no idea of the process involved, the la- 
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A season's work of paving 100 miles of 
streets, with the necessary attendant under- 
ground work, costs approximately $6,000,000. 
Besidé this the city appropriates and pays 
$150,000, possibly $175,000, for inspection 
work, sending out an army of men daily to 
stay with the contractors and see that the 
work is done according to specifications, 
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System for Laying Pipes. 

Gewer pipes are laid in the ‘miadile of. the 
street. Water pipes are laid ten feet to 
one side of the center—preferatly the wsst 
or north side, as the case may be. Ga* pipes 
originally were suppored to lay ten feet from 
the center on the other side of the street, but 
this rule does not hold good, /for.two kinds 
of gas—illuminating and natural—require two 
systems of pipes, while in some Streets elght 
or nine pipes may be found, where smalier 
companies, each with a system of pipes in, 
were later absorbed by tne larger corpora- 
tion. 

Gas pipes are cf cast fron and vary In size 
from thiree inches to thirty inches in diame- 
ter.” Im some streets, in add!tion to the ordi- 
nary water main, there is a large “* feeder 
main” which may be from twelve inches to 
thirty-six inches in diameter. 

Sewer, water, and gas pipes are laid below 
the freezing Ifme; water mains five or s‘x 
feet below the surface, but sewers go deep- 
er, sometimes to a depth of fifteen feet. With 
main water pipes and sewers must connect 
the service pipes and drains which extend to 
the curb line—one of each to every lot—even 
where land is vacant, ready for connection 
when buildings are erected. The telephone 
wires aiso have their “laterals” extena- 
ing to the curb line, but not for every jot. 
Sometimes one building receives the main 
cable for several adjoining buildings and 
often extension and connection is made 
through the aliey. ' 

Water pipes can be lajd level, the force 
from the pumping stations and the eagerness 
of water to “ seek its own level "’ gtving sut- 
ficient flow, but sewers must slope except 
when in direct connection with sewage pump- 
ing stations. Three-eighths of an inch in 
twenty-five feet seems too slight to be effec- 
tive, but it is sufficient gradient for a long 
sewer six feet@in diameter. 
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Sixteen Feet Maximum Size. 


In the down town streets a 12-inch pipe 
drains one block, being highest in the mid- 
die and sloping each way to the’ connection 
with the larger sewer at each cross street. 
Vitrified tile is used for sewers less than two 
feet in diameter, but 2 feet or over in size 
are built of brick. Sixteen feet in diameter 
is maximum size. Basements and sub-base- 
ments in the large buildings must be provided 
with pumps to raise the drainage to sewer 
level. When in 1851 the mayor recommended 
a permanent system of sewers he probably 
did pot consider that the system would have 
to drain 191 square miles of territory; not ali 
drained as yet, although there are now 1,800 
miles of sewers. ? 

Sewers are always laid at the cost of the 
property owners. Water mains are, as a 
rule, but they may be laid at the expense of 
the city for circulation purposes only, or if 
a territory peys a revenue before all mains 
are in the balance may be paid for from the 


revenues. 
There are today 2,300 miles of water pipe 
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Water pipes. whereveroeom j®, fo The 
conduits may be of iron o lead, but are 
usually of tile, and contain si. ‘e or multiple 
ducts, two to eight each as ¢e juired, three 
inches In diameter, and are fkid in a solid 
bed of cement three inches in thickness above 
and below. The wires are insulated in paper. 

When a conduit three inches in diameter 
ean carry 1,800 wires, is it any wonder there 
is sometimes ‘‘ something doing ’’ with our 
telepbene or electric light? The amount of 
wire below the surface hae been variously 
estimated—there is some consolidation, dif- 
ferent companies using the same conduit~ 
perhaps no one knows, though it has been 
said 50,000 miler, enough to encircle the 
globe twice around. The city has 235 miles 
of its own electric wire bedow ground and 
about 2,000: miles of fire alarm wire, besidee 
the police telephone wires. 
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**Tentacles** of Post Office. 


Then there are the conduits of the tele- 
graph companies, also pneumatic tubes con- 
necting the postoffice with the railway sta- 
tions, two tubes to each route, eight inchés 
ingide diameter, and sooner or later these 
tubes will also connect the main postoffice 
with the substations. 

The high office bulldings have a world be- 
neath them, with basements, subbasements, 
and foundations sometimes extending as far 
below the surface as the superstructure rises 
above. Under the new city hall 112 calssons 
have been sunk to bedrock on an average 
depth of 116 feet each—over two miles of 
caissons under one bullding, filled tn solid 
with 15.410 yards of concrete. All this below 
the grade of the foundation proper. 

Under certain downtown streets and alleys 
there are steam pipes. There are tunnels 
connecting buildings, there are garoline and 
oil tanks and many private storage spaces 
and boiler rooms which trespass beyond the 
curb line below the streets. & 

Space underground must be-allotted for 
more than the mere laying of pipes. There 
must be working space, Manhdles and catch 
basins for sewers, hydrants for water pipes. 
manholes, and ** storage vauits,’’ and “ splic- 
ing vaults ’’ for the various electric utilities. 

The telegraph companies require vaults 
4 feet by 6 feet by 4% feet deep. Manholes 


for electric wires are placed every 300 or 500 


feet.

Traffic Underground Real. 


The traffic below the surface is as reai as 
the traffic we see around us upon the streets. 
In the silence and darkness the thoughts of 
the brain are conveyed as safely below as 
above the surface. Letters travel swiftly but 
surely through the pneumatic tubes. The 
electric wires carry with precision the lignt 
of the stars, the power of the air, the sound 
of the human voice, and after miles of wan- 
dering bring them forth again, the light of 
the stars intensified and brilliant, - turning 
night into day; the power of the air with con- 
served strength to be spent in mighty dyna- 
mos and engines turning the wheels of indus- 
try; the sound of the human voice transact- 
ing business as face to face. 

The fads and foibles of the upper world are 
also.sometimes reflected below the surface. 
Occasionally the atmosphere of the electric 
wires gets on the nerves of the water pipe 
and Dr. Plumber is called. He pronounces it 
a@ severe case of electrolysis, and, knowing 
‘the patient has money, advises an immédiate 
Operation. An incision is made in the pave- 
ment, the diseased portion removed, and new 
pipe is set and welded in place. Pedestrians 
\know nothing of the seriousness of the oper- 
‘ation—they only say: “ Well, if that street 

_dan’t torn up again.” 


Underground repairs are attended by many . 


difficulties, and. when needed beyond the 
re of manholes the pavement must be 
torn up and replaced. wajikewise, construc- 
tiom and reconstruction underground are 
great mechanical problems. To change the 
grade of sewers, to lay larger water mains, to 
lower tuntiels, and yet not interfere with the 
functions cof each is work thet taxes the 
highest skill and ingenuity of the best engi- 
neering intelligence.

the lake, west below ground two and one- 
half miles, One extending south from Lew- 
rence avenue on the north, and another run- 
ning north from Seventy-third street on the 
south, “intercepting” all the sewers which 
formerly emptied into the lake. The por- 
tion of the sewers between these new ones 
ang the lake were closed up at the lake end 
and the grades changed to send the flow the 
other way. 

Deeper still are the land and lake tunnels 
already mentioned, which carry the water 
from the lake cribs across the land seventy- 
five feet below surface to the pumping sta- 
tions in outlying districts, 

The southwest land tunnel, ten miles in 
length, and the Blue Island avenue tunnel, 
five and one-half miles in length, are feats 
of engineering to fill a chapter by them- 
selves. The latter,-.eight feet in diameter, 
follows the paths of the streets, extending 
from Chicago avenue and the lake to Ashland 
avenue and Twenty-second street. It is con- 
nected with the Illinois Tunnel company’s 
freight tunnel by inclines, the water tunnel 
ears bringing the excavation from sixty- 
three feet below datum at one point up to 
the level of the other ténnel, forty-five feet 
below datum, where it is transferred to the 
freight tunnel cars. All the material used 
in ite construction and the concrete with 
which it is Hned are received in this way. 
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Illinois Tunnel the Largest. 


Perhaps the largest underground undertak- 
ing from mechanical and financial stand- 
points is the Illinois tupnel, which comes 
between the underground work proper and 
the water tunnels and feeder mains. 

The Illinois Tunnel company is capitalized 
for $50,000,000. and its franchise gives the 
right to handle freight, aewspaper mail, 
United States mail, service wiret—every- 
thing but passengers, and also to constrict 
a larger tunnel. 

There are at present sixty-five miles of this 
tunnel within the boundary of Chicago ave-

nue and Eighteenth street, Halsted street 
and Lake Michigan. It is beneath all the 
streets and many of the alleys in the loop dis- 
trict, and it has many two way, three way, 
and four way street intersections. Incoming 
and outgoing freigint is delivered to and from 
the depots, as well as merchandise to down- 
town stores. 

There are forty-three connections between 
the tunnel and business houses, and the cars 
either run into subbasemenis or are raised 
by elevator to the basement level. The cars 
are 10% feet long and 4 feet wide. Two thou- 
sand five hundred of these cars are in use 
and 250 electric motors. Not only cars, but 
trains of cars, sometimes ten cars each, are 
carrying tons and tons of freight. 

The greater part of this tunnel is 7% feet 
high and 6 feet wide, and is constructed of 
concrete 18 inches thick on the bottom and 
10 inches thick on roof and sides, horseshoe 
shaped, with the top 27 feet below the surface. 
The later built portions and all subsequent 
construction will go lower, making the roof 
33 feet below the surface; and this is because 


the subway is coming.

Traffic Subway Near Surface. 

The engineers with a traffic subway in mind 
say a traffic subway can be built between this 
tunnel and the pavement and which shall 
extend from curb to curb. of the streets. The 
plans thus call for méking over the city 
streets underground. 

Four trains of cars shall run side by side, 
carrying their burdens of human life, and all 
the present utilities, sewers, water mains, 
conduits, pneumatic tubes, shall be removed, 
torn out, and replaced in new “ utllity gal- 
leries '’ provided for that purpose, probably 
below the platforms on which the car tracks 
are laid. 

The portion of the present tunnel which is 
only twenty-seven feet below the surface will 
have to be lowered. But the people above 
ground will suffer no inconvenience while al! 
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this is done. The problem will be solved ba- 
fore the subway work begins. There will be 
no cessation of electric Hight or telephone 
service. 
and the flow of sewage will not stop. 
One solution is offered by John M. Ewen,

Shops Full of Useful Things. 

In one of the new fashioned buildings 
which are now beginning to be filled up with 
the “little shops’’ she can also start out 
' and buy things. Buying things as she does it 

in this kind of a building means buying 
really useful things that one has to have as 
distinguished from the hunting of artistic 
curios in the buildings patronized by women 
craftsmen. 

There are several of the newer skyscrapers 
in Chicago which are arranged for just this 
kind of shopkeeping, with show window 
apaces opening on wel} lighted halls and

Kt is in the way of something to wear, nhow- 
ever, that the woman shoppér can go on an 
endless tour of © élevator shopping.” One 
thing leads to another and one woman recom- 
meéends another. One woman had an airy 
window full of dainty baby clothes. Soft 
litle mainsook dresses, dainty tucked yok:s, 
al] ready to set into little gowns, baby caps, 
and funniest of all stiff little starched en- 
broidered linen shoes, are the things that 
tempt mothers here. 

“Do many customers find you way up 
here?” was asked of the matron of the lit- 
tle shop. 

“ Well, I moved in wher the buliding wes 
rst opened,”’ was the answer, * and I don't 
see any prospect of moving out.’ Perhaps 
the addition of fine handkerchiefs to bé 
worked to order with lovely embroidered ini- 
tials and a few pretty lingerie garments has 
something to do with the success of this little 
shop. 

There are endless upstairs corset places 
and nearly every one of these has a side 
line of dainty Hngerie things. Une little 
shop runs a business almost entirely on the 
sale of dainty kimonos and there is another 
ap whe has perhaps the strangest shop 
of all. 

** What do you sell?’ the investigator said 
as this “‘ merchantess was emerging from 
the inner room of a corset shop. 

** This, only it is stuffed out,"’ was the an- 
swer. ‘‘ This’’ was a biack princess waist

Stocking Shop Alone in Field. 

A stocking shop furnishes one woman a 
living. It oecupies a smal} room which is 
well/lined with waxen models covered mod- 
estly in silken—or vegetable silken—nosiery. 
This is alone as yet though shoe shops are 
common. The *‘ sample shoe shops  tourisn 
in almost every. building and eel) shoes for 
an average price of $2.50. In oneskyscraper, 
however, the two extremes of footwear prices 
are found, as there is a ““maker’’ who 
charges origina! prices besides making orig- 
inal lasts. Fifteen dollars is the lowes? 
price that a shoe can be procured for here 
unless one is able to get misfits—and tnis, too, 
is a separate branch of the trade, although 
these generally sel! as high as $7 or $3. 

This shop is kept by a men, of course, and 
there are a few exceptions to the woman 
shopper in skirt stores, furriers, and tailo-;s, 
They are more than made up for, however, 
by the milliners. In these places real “ rich- 
ness’ gleams forth in spreading plumes and 
ospreys and in miany other little indefinable 
ways that indicate that the woman hat ln- 
porter is perhaps the most prosperous of aul 
the woman merchants. 

Quite a “‘different”’ idea in millinery can 
be found in most of these shops from that 
which the looker gets “on the street,” as 
the saying is. Wherever outside wearing ap- 
parel is shown the women are so well drease.J 
as to be good advertisements of their own 
wares. The most perfectly “ shirt waisted 

@young women will come out to meet you if 
you go into a shirt waist shop, for instance, 
and there are many ideas which even the 
chance investigator can absorb that are not 
to be found in shopping on a larger scale.

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Pullism Blighting in Effects. 


By PHILLIP 


ULLISM is such a general belief in the 
worker's world that it may be said 
to be almost universal. The fear of 
pull, and the love of it—which is pull- 
ism—permeate every condition of mod- 

ern Business life, from the man who works 
for $2 a day in the street gang to the poli- 
ticlan who has hopes of becoming a United 
States senator or even the president. 

Pullism is bad enough in itself, but it is 
far worse when it begets, as it frequently 
does, a species of business snobbery that 
equals in sycophancy the snobbishness that 
is the chief characteristic of certain elements 
of our social life. 

Pullism spoils as many good workers as 
any other one thing, possibly more, surpass- 
ing salaritis in ite blighting effect. Salaritis 
only makes a man methodical, machine like, 
fearfully content, while pullism has a tend- 
ency to make him slight his work. 

The general attitude of the best men in 
the business world on the subject of pull and 
pullism is indicated in the following words 
by the head of one of Chicago's largest insur- 
ance offices: 

- . 

Pullism Not New Experience. 

“I began my business life in Chicago, com- 
ing here from an eastern college. In my 
coHege years I had come into contact with 
Pullism and, to a less extent, with Pull, so 
that | was not surprised when.I learned. as 
I quickly did, that the business world was 
not free from them. The belief in the neces- 
sity of having a pul!, in the power of a pull 
to advance one’s interest, in the almost hope- 
lessness of the situation when ps pul! could 
not be secured, Was even then quite general. 
It was so general in fact that it exerted a 
sort of mesgmeric influence upon every one 
in the office, and in all other offices, general- 
ly speaking. 

“ Most of the older employés in the office 
had already been mesmerized and were vic- 
tims of pullism. Practically all of the new- 
comers had, as had been my experience, come 
in contact with it prior to entering business 


life and accepted the belief as a fixed fact. | 


Those who knew nothing of the existence of 
pull or pullism quickly responded to the 
mental atmosphere of the time and place. 
‘There were some exceptions, of course, 
and in many Instances the deference paid to 
pull and the fear of it was scarcely notice- 
able. I goon noticed, however, that the 
men who were the greatest believers in its 
efficacy and the most strenuous in their ef- 
forts. to secure a pull, were advancing less 
rapidly than the others. They were de- 
voting too much time to acquiring a pull 
and contracting pullism, to be able to do 
their work as well as it should have bees 


done

Case of Pull vs. Work. 

“YT was fortunate in seeing this quite early 
im my business career. The knowledge was 
helpful to me then, and has been helpful at 
all times since, both in enabling me to do 
my individual work and to exercise good 
judgment in selecting men for promotion. 

“The same day that I entered the employ 
of the insurance company, of which I am 
now the western manager, another young 
college man was employed. He was an east- 


‘erner also, had been at work for several 


years, and had contracted a severe case of 
pullism. Both of us were employed as clerks, 
at quite meager salaries, so far as salaries 
for such positions go these days. Beecham 
«that was his name—because of his larger 
experience, was paid $12.50 a week. My 
salary was only $10. Two dollars and a 
half doesn’t sound like much, but in this 
case it meant that Beecham's salary was 
25 per cent more than I gc. 

“Young Beecham was an attractive chap, 
a good talker, a good mixer, social, affable, 
and all that, and he immediately began 
to put these qualities into use in his efforts to 
acquire a pull. He devoted his attention tirst 
to the chief clerk, and soon the two were 
great chums, though they seemed to have 
nothing in common. Their tastes were dis- 
similar, their dispositions were different. The 
chief clerk was an unlikable man, both in 
business and socially. 

“Of course we all knew why Beecham 
was so pleasant and agreeable to the chief 
clerk, and some of us were envious of his 
apparent success in his efforts to acquire 
some sort of a pull. Naturally a demo- 
cratic chap, Beecham soon showed well de- 
veloped symptoms of snobbishness, which 
did not endear him to the rest of us.

It ig a pity that the girl who is “* so sensi- 
tive’’ must ever leave the shelter of the 
family circle. Even with friends around 
her she will have times when she is hurt or 
deems she is being willfully wounded; fight- 
ing for herself against an indifferent world, 
she will know many bitter hours unless she 
can down her temperament. 

If you expect politeness and delicate atten- 
tions handed out with your daily orders or 
stenographic notes you. are en route for dis- 
appointment. It is going into business with 
dancing school ideals of good manners 
that brings many a curt note of dismissal 
in one’s weekly envelope. 

The young worker, when she first sees her- 
self unimportant or, as. she calls it, “ tn- 
sulted,”’” generally gets the notion that she 
is being handed out brutal rudeness just 
because the winning of her daily bread is up 
to her. 

The business world seems divided into sets 
of snobs and snubbed. 

What is needed is a proper definition of 
rudeness.

The supersensitive girl is going to have a 
much happier time of it if she substitutes 
for “rude” the adjectives “ busy.” “‘ ab- 
sorbed,”’ “ worrted,”’ or “ dyspeptic.”

The woman who will make the biggest hit of 
it is she who can most closely imitate that 
machine. She must never obtrude her work- 
ings and, above all, not let them get rusted 
or clogged by supersensitiveness. Never, 
never let it be known in the office that you 
consider yourself slighted or abused. Noth- 
ing makes you a greater nuisance or more 
belittied ‘than to be forever parading your 
grievanees. 

The girl who knows she is sensitive will 
put up as hard a fight against it as if it 
were increasing weight or creeping age. 
To give in to hurt feelings is as foolish as 
to negiect a wound. The one hope of cure 
is searing the. surface. You can train your- 
self to slights as a prize fighter to his oppo- 
nent’s fists. Soon the blows you thought 
killing will seem too pueriie to consider. 

There is nothing Hike determined seeking 
after a callous spirit for the business woman. 
It adds both to your efficiency and your 
salary. The girl who is always botheriig 
herself about her rights and her slights rare- 
ly has time left for wideawake progress. 

Better even than training yourself to 
knocks is learning not toseethem. Set your- 
self to blinding the mind's eye, alias imagina- 
tion, wherein is bred most of the things that 
cut us to the quick. It is wonderful how

OW do you keep such perfect dis- 
cipline in every department of 
your store?’ asked a contributor 
to a mercantile publication which 
Hes open on my desk, naming the 
merchant of whom the question was askea. 

The contributor quotes this merchant's 
recipe for discipline, loyalty, team work, 
good feeling, and lack of friction tn full: 

* All l say to my people is *‘ Good morning 
and *‘ Good night.’ I carry aclub in one hand 
and a raise of salary in the other; and which- 

ever they need they get. I’ve got a man to 
do the talking for me.”’ 

I don’t know the man the contributor refers 
‘to. I never heard of him before and I don’t 
care if I never hear of him again. He's a 
fool. Whatever sucess he has made of his 
‘business has been made in spite of himseit. 

' Taking this employer's explanation as a 
text and inferring that the man quoted is at 
the head’ of a large concern, | would insist 
strongly that there is no necessity for a per- 
functory and general *‘ Good morning "’ and 
“Good night’’ as he passes in and passes 
out. It is especially something to be marked 
as gratuitous if these are the only greetings 
which he extends through the day. As gra- 
tuities, then, they smack of the cad in busi- 
ness.

Caddish Gratuity Always Resented. 

“My people,’’ anywhere, will. resent thie 
caddish gratuity. Not even‘the least of them 
in the ranks will fail to mark it. To pass in 
and out in silence has come to be accepted 
so widely In business that the silence is noth- ° 
ing; the ¢risp, probably curt “ Good morn- 
ing” is interpreted as a challenging phrase 
quite as offensive as 't is redundant. 

“Not long ago I sat tin the private office of 
John G. Shedd, head of the house of Marsha): 
Field &-Co. and of whom Field once said he 
considéred. him to be the greatest merchant 
in the country. Mr. Shedd had touched upon 
the necessity for loyalty in any staff of work- 
ers in amy business. He told a little story, in 
half confidence, involving a British Indian 
merchant who visited Chicago severa! years 


.ago and who asked if he might go through 


the wholesale and retail houses of which 
Shedd is chief. 

‘*} wanted to show him the business thor- 
oughly,” seid Mr. Shedd, “so I anged 
with him to p!lot him through myself. We 
made the rounds of both houses, much to his 
interest. « In that patricular forenoon it had 
appeared to me that an unusual number of 
employés in both houses had been speaking 
to me. But it was no more then a half 
thought until, just before leaving me, the 
indian merchant said:

‘#-"Phere’s just one thing I would lIifke to 
ask you, Mr Shedd—ordinarily de employés 
speak to as they have this morning?’ 

“*O, yes,’ I said, ‘only it did lock as if 
more of them than usual spoke to me today— 
probably because I saw more of them.”

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Electricity Master at the Art. 


By ROBERT KUHN FAST. 


HREE recent inventions for the produc- 
tion and application of electricity show 
that it is the next thing to nat 
itself. The first gathers electrical 
ergy direct from the sun's rays, the 

fountain head of everything in nature. The 
other two seem to show up electricity as a 
master hand in the business of nature fak- 
ing. The second uses it to fake the mother 
hen in hatching chickens, and the third to 
fake the light of day in awakening quai) 
or similar game-birds, causing them to feed 
often and become fat. . 

An inventive genius‘in New York city has 
made a discovery that enables him to gather 
electricity from the rays of the sun and 
bottle it in storage batteries so that it can 
be turned on or off and used for light, heat 
and power the same as if it were produced 
by artificial means. It is called the “ solar 
electric generator ’’ and transforms the elec- 
tricity that lies: in the sun's rays directly 
into energy for commerical uses. 

The primary cell of this generator is simple, 
It is a rod or plug, about three inches long, 
made of an alloy of several common metals, 
on one end of which the’ gun shines in a 
glass enclosed space containing still air heat- 
ed by the sun. The other end is set in a 
composition ‘of asphalt and other materials 
that are non-conductors of heat light ‘or 
electricity and.it is placed so that it will be 
in the shade and coo} moving air. ~ The rod 
forms part of a circuit. wired in the regular 
Way to a storage battery. 2 ee 

When the sun shines on the’ end of the 
rod and heats it a difference in temperature 
'” {8 produced between it and the other/end 

. that sets up an electrical. action which is 
transmitted by the wires to the storage bat- 

tery. While the enérgy thus gathered by 
Ohe rod is small, it is a comparatively sim- 
ple matter {o multiply the number of rods 

and consequently the amount of energy. 

The device now in‘use consists of a frame 
similar to a window sash with sixteen panes 
of glass, éach pane inclosing sixty-one piugs, 
whose ends are exposed to the sun, making 
a total of 976. It is claimed that enough elec- 
trical energy can be gatheréd by this device 


in two days of sunshine to light an ordinary 


, house for a week. It is not costly and lasts 


for years. An automatic mechanism shuts 
off the battery when the sun ceases to shine 
and opens it up at once when the sun’s rays 
touch it again. t “* 

The business of. the old hen in hatching 
chickens is sa tory, but slow. Man 
found that it would be to his advantage to 
increase the output away beyond hen hatch- 
ing possibilities. But the nature fakers 
found that the old hen knew her business 
mighty well and that to imitate the ways of 
nature.was not easy. Various ways of hatch- 
ing eggs artificially have been used but evi- 
dently electricity provides the best way of 
getting close to nature's conditions. The 
principal advantage of electricity seems to 
be that it provides a way for maintaining a 
constant temperature. | 

This is accomplished by the “electroplane,” 
the most important feature of the device. It 
is an: asbestos board placed at the top of the 
incubator, metal bound. and electrically 
heated by a heating coil underneath it 
through which is passed a current from an 
ordinary lighting circuit. Im the circuit is 
included a thermostat, which, by the expan- 
Sion and contraction of strips of metal used. 
breaks the circuit when the temperature 


-:reaches the desired high point and makes 


contact again when the temperature drops. 
By this arrangement the temperature can be 
regulated to a part of a degree. The heat is 
continuous and there, is no smoke or smel! 
or lamps to take care of, 

In the London soo électric light is used to 
imitate sunlight to make the birds feed 
earlier, A flood of light is turned on several 
hours before sunrise.and the birds wake up, 
hop. about and begin.to feed. A gamester in 
London In this way takes advantage of the 
habit of quail to feed only at sunrise. They 
are kept in cellars and a number of times a 
day the electric sunlight is turned on the 
quail wake up and feed according to their 
habit, and after a time the light is turhed off 
and the birds take to their nests.

Hence it Is 
that Sunday night is'to them and to the busi. 
ness men in that neighborhood what Satur- 
day night is to residents of the more Ameri- 
canized neighborhoods who postpone their 
buying until that evening.

Like Custom in Old World. 


Another reason why these immigrants do 
most of their buying on Sunday is, according 
to those who know the modes of living of 
Slav immigrants in their own country, the 
fact that they have been accustomed in the 
old world to do all their shopping on that day 

“In Russian Poland, for instance,” said one 
Polish proprietor of a clothing store, “‘ you 
will find that on Sunday the peasants from 
twenty or thirty villages which hate no 
churches come to the nearby town to attend 
church seryices” They come with their wives 
and children and ready -to do all the shopping 
for the week on that day. They bring with 
them their grain and flax and other articles 
which they wish to sell, and for the money 
obtained for these articles they purchase the 
things they need in their household.

The stores are closed. The saloons are closed. 
At noon, however, when the church bells 
begin to ring announcing that the services in 
church are ended, the stores open up and the 
rest of the day anc evening is turned over te 
business. :

Icebergs Terrors of the Seas. 


RIS is the season of the year when 

icebergs demand an increased vig- 

fiance from transatiantic navigators. 

From early March to October these 

huge mountains of ice, becoming de- 
tached from their fastnesses in the polar 
regions, drift southward—or northward if 
from the bottom of the world—and become a 
gource of danger to shipping that canaot be 
overlooked. 

As the warmer currents of the southern 
waters penetrate the icefields during the sum- 
mer months, together with the increasing 
power of the sun's rays as it travels north- 
Ward along the ecliptic, great masses of ice 
become detached from the icefields and gla- 
ciers and frequently drift with the currents 
and find their way to the open sea, borne 
southward by. the cold current that follows 
the bend of the land from Labrador to 
Florida 


Quite frequently immense fields of ice, 
sometimes having an area of 100 square 
miles, become detached and drifting with 
the currents afford free outlet for the huge 
icebergs that have been imprisoned, for 
while it is a commonly known fact that field 
ice is formed on the sea during the arctic 
winter—just as ice is formed on our lakes 
and rivers here—bergs are the growths of 
years, and have their origin far inland. 

They are portions of glaciers which, be- 
coming detached from the veritable moun- 
_ tains of ice that seemingly never grow less, 
gradually giide down their genie slopes 
into the sea, and the upward pressure of 
the waters break off their snouts and thus 
are formed the lecbergs. , 

a ” 


Icebergs Play Big Part. 

During the glacial period of the world ice- 
bergs piayed an important part and have 
written their story on the mountains of al- 
most every land, and deep thinking men have 
declared that the arctic regions at that time 
extended so far to the south that icebergs 
were formed off the west coast of Ireland. 

These ice mountains are commonly more 
than 250 feet above the sea level and present 
the appearance of dazzling white chalk cliffs 
in most fantastic shapes. The fresh fractures 
which are always appearing as the ice gives 
Way beneath the southern sun ‘have a biue 
or green color and are beautiful to look upon. 
This color is an oddity in that it is only dis- 
cernible in jce when it is in huge masses. It 
is best seen in the clefts of a glacier or of 
an iceberg. 

A cubic foot of ice weighs about 930 ounces, 
but the same volume of sea water weighs 
1,280 ounces, hence ice floats on water and 
but one-ninth cf a volume of a berg is ex- 
posed to view. - There are several well au- 
thenticated instances of a icebergs 1,000 feet 
high having been sighted in the southern 
ocean, so that this would give the total height 
of them as about 9,000 feet—quite a bit of 
solid water! Another instance is related of a 
berg that had an altitude of 700 feet above 

the surface of the sea and was seven miles 
~ long. Icebergs have often been seen ground- 
ed on the banks of Newfoundland where the 
deep sea lead gave a depth of 650 feet. Oth- 
ers have been reported as stranded in Baffin's 
bay, where the depth was 1,400 feet,

Strength Depends Upon Cold. 

The hardness and strength of ice increases 
with the degree of cold, and as icebergs come 
from the regjons of perpetual cold of an in- 
tensity difficult to realize, it is readily seen 
how they can become “ demons of destruc- 
’ tion.” The hardness of iceberg ice is some- 
‘ thing wonderful, even surpassing that of the 

“land ice” reported from St. Petersburg 

in 1740, wherein it is declared that ‘in the 
_gevere winter of that year a house was built 

of ice taken from the river Neva which was 
fifty feet long, sixteen feet wide, and twenty 
feet high, and the walls supported the roof, 
which was also of ice. Before it stood two 
ice mortars and six ice cannon, made on a 
turning lathe, with carriages and wheels also 
of ice. The cannon were of the caliber of 
six pounders, but they were loaded only with 
one-quarter pound of powder and with hemp 
balis—on one occasion with iron. The thick- 
ness of the ice was only four inches and yet it 
resisted the explosion.” Ice palaces have 
also been built in late years in this country 
and in Canada which have stood for weeks, 
so them how strong must be the tce in masses 
hundreds of feet in thickness? 

Apparentiy, ice is ice, of course, but 
strangely enough there is a marked differ- 
ence in it. Sea water and salt water in gen- 
eral freezes at a lower temperature than pure 
water, In doing which a part of the salt sepa- 
rates and the.ice when melted gives water 
that is fresher than the origing!, and along 
this same line there exists a marked differ- 
nce in form between the icebergs of the two 
hemispheres. Arctic bergs are of trregular 
shapes, with lofty pinnacles, cloud capped 
towers, and glittering domes, whereas those 
of the southern waters are flat topped and 
solid looking. The former reach the sea by 
narrow fiords, while the latter are more regu- 
lar in formation, reaching the operfeea by the 
way of wide passageways, and not subject to 
the grinding and breaking efforts of their 
northern relatives.

Bergs Do “Circus Stunts." 


Sea captains have found out that it fs well 
to give these ice mountains a wide berth, for 
they frequently turn somersaults, owing to 
the wasting away of their immersed portions. 
It is eaid that on one occasion a captain took 
his ship in too close and immense pieces of 
ice fed from the berg onto the deck of his 
ship, carrying away its masts and maiming 
some of the crew, and, again, ships have been 
sunk by colliding with submerged portions 
of icebergs, extending from their visible 
volume like reefs of rocke from a bold sea 
coast. In one instance a berg hed wasted 
away until it formed.a huge Colossus of 
Rhodes, and the captain reporting ft says 
that the opening was large enough to.have 

permitted the sailing ‘of his ship through it. 

The icebergs of the north Atlantic are 
neither so large nor eo numerous as those met 
with in the southern ocean, say between the 
Cape of Good Hope and the Falkland islands. 

In the old days of sailing vessele the mas- 
ters did not heve so complete a contro} of 
their vessels as they have in these days of

Elec- 
tricity is introduced into the brine at each 
end of the curing tanks and currents pase to 
and fro through the meat and the liquid 

This, it is said, kills trichina and bacteria. 
The method has been tested for seven years 
in tropical as well as temperaié climates.

Records 
show that it was 800 feet high, 60 miles long, 
and 40 miles wide, and was shaped like a 
horseshoe. Its two sides inclosed a sheltered 
bay forty miles across, and into this bay & 
large emigrant ship, the Guiding Star, sailed 
and was lost with all on board. A similar 
but smaller mass of ice was met in the north 
Atlantic by the Agra, which ran into a bay

Ships Thought to Be Franklin's. 

On April 23, 1851, the brig Renovation 
passed an immense ice island about 100 
miles off the eastward coast of St. John’s 
N. F. Two dismantled ships lay upon it, but 
there was no sign of life. Capt. Ommanney 
of the English navy was deputed to investi- 
gate this report and took great pains to ar- 
rive at its truth, as it was inferred that these 
ships: were the Terror and Erebus of Sir 
John Franklins’ north pole expedition. He 
was unsuccessfu! in again sighting the island, 
but many people still believe that these were 
Franklin's ships. 

The German discovery ship, the Hansaf was 
crushed by ice, and the crew took refuge on 
an immense floating mass of ice, where they 
remained for eight months, This floating ice 
island was seven miles in circumterence 
and drifted south until the poor fellows were 
able to make their escape by being picked 
up by a passing ship. During these months 
they lived in a hut constructed from coal 
saved from their ship. 

Polar bears and other arctic animals were. 
geen on icebergs in 1883, and an abandoned 
ship was passed high and dry on a huge ice 
island in 174, and in 1845 a ship and its crew 
was similarly found, but no heip could be 
rendered. In August, 1827, a berg was ob- 
served stranded in eighty-five fathoms of 
water, which was literally covered with 
rocks and earth embedded in its fissured 
sides. 

* * : 
English Captains Report 300. 

Icebergs. are more numerous some years 
than in others. In 1842 thé captain of the 
English ship Swanson reported 0 bergs, and 
gays that his ship narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion in the night by sailing between two 
huge bergs that almost grazed the sides of 
the vessel. Capt. Scoresby said that he saw 
500 bergs while whaling in the northern sea, 
all on their way to the open waters of the 
Atlantic, and in June, 1888, the ship Con- 
cordia reported seventy-eight large icebergs 
aground in the straits of Belle Isle. In 1841 
several ships were stopped by ice in mid- 
Atlantic, and- the crews availed themselves 
of the opportunity to kill several seals that 
were basking upon it. 

So late as 1880 the steamer Portla, arriving 
at New York, reported a marvelous escape 
from destruction by an iceberg off Fogo 
Head. Capt. Ash said ‘that an iceberg 150 
feet high and 600 feet long, broke in three 
pieces just as the Portia, going at full speed, 
was passing it. One of these pieces 200 feet 
long, which had sunk, came up under the 
steamer, lifting it. It remained for some 
minutes resting on the huge cake of ie, 
when a tremendous sea set it free. 

‘It was to all appearances,” said Capt. 
Ash at that time, ‘a large solid block of 
ice from 500 to 6006 feet long and from eighty 
to 150 feet high. I have passed at times near 
enough to an iceberg to touch it with my hat; 
I have often, when sealing, tied up to an 
iceberg for a week at a time, but I never 
Saw one act as this one did. Just as we got 
abreast of the first end I saw a few tons of 
ice fall out of its square face. Then I told 
the man at the wheel to steer to starboard. 
In ten seconds there were three icebergs 
instead of one. The break was accompanied 
by terrible noises.

Big Wave Saves Ship. 

The farthest portion ahead tipped so that 
its submerged part arose directly in our 
course, lifting us almost out of the sea, there 
being mot more than three feet of water un- 
der us. The propeller began to go around 
rapidly, and I stopped the engines. We had 
run squarely upon a shelf about 130 yards 
from the main body of the berg. Then the 
commotion of the waiters, caused’ by the 
plunge of the berg, raised a wave that swept 
onward while we were trying to go ahead. J 
signalled the engimeer to go ahead at full 
speed, for that ‘was the critical moment. 
Had the berg continued to roll, it would have 
carried us over and under, and had not the 
wave helped us, our ship would have been 
high and dry on that mountain of ice. We 
left a streak of red paint on that dock and 
the wave that saved us swept great quanti- 
tiles of ice aboard.”’ 

Many icebergs have been seen in the North 
Atlantic laden with lumps of rock, sand, and 
soil. The banks of Newfoundland would 
appear to have been formed in this way. 
Arctic Jands suffer denudation by the inland 
ice as it- creeps along toward the sea, and 
the bergs, separated from their parent 
glaciers, deposit the fragments at the bottom 
of the sea, there to harden and help build 
up the surfgce of the coast, so that nothing 
is new and nothing is lost. 

This fee bearing current tends to make the

He should aiso inquire of others whether the 
employer is “‘worthy of trust, honest and 
sober, willing and obliging, neat and order- 
ly,’ and obtain all the other categorical in- 
formation which it is customary for the em- 
ployer to get through confidential corre- 
spondence regarding a prospective employé.,

ARIS hairdressing has been undergoing 
some wonderful gyrations..There has been 
a decided falling off in the wave and puff 
form of hairdressing, although this style 
prevails to some extent. But where the 
hair is waved it is generally done in an 
extremely light manner, showing soft, 

wnaccentuated waves well combed out. 


Perhaps the newest feature of the winter head- 
dressing is the rourld.head form composed of wire. The 
form is hair covered and the hair is slightly waved 
This is so devised that when it is placed on top of the 
head it slants backward from the front and forms 
simost a right angle at the back. Forms similar to 
these have been shown in the shops for some little 
time, but they have not been employed in the manner 
Paris has used them. 

The use that Paris has been making of them is to 
form the mop or the beehive coiffure—the latest idea

This dressing is accomplished in two ways—either 
by drawing the ends of the hair through the center binda- 
ing and forming a sort of a puff, or a more conservative 
fashion, pinning the frame to the wearer's hair and 
drawing the latter smoothly over it and fastening it at 
the back of the neck as a finish. The next stage of the 
hairdressing is an extraordinary one, consisting of wind- 
ing twice around the head a twenty-eight inch wun- 
braided and slightly waved switch. More frequently 
these switches are employed without any waving.

As an offset to the severity of this coiffure a nat- 
@ral or artificial curl, or bang, is sometimes worn in 
the center front, or the frant heir t cimniv narted 
and puffed a little. 
~ The old fashioned velvet binder is employed with this 
gtyle, particularly on blond hair. The mop hairdress- 
ing employing the braided switch is also used with ua 
fat pompadour and is sometimes accompanied by a 
String of puffy curia ert “ff whinh are comhead hack 
Under the braid.

Where the natural hafr ts heavy it is cOmbed all 
to the crown of the hair and divided into two sections.

Still 
heavier halr is divided into three sectiong at the top 
of the head, one forming the back chignon or puff, 
Which may be dressed over a rat or wire frame, and 
the remaining two sections forming the binding part.

Before deciding on the style of hairdressing bear 
these facts in mind: Faces may be divided into two 
types—the oval, the most perfect type of face, and the 
réund dimpled face so associated with the fair frail 
beauties of the court of Charles, the merry monarch. 
The long, hatchet. shaped face, the oblong, the almost 
square face, are all merely varieties. A face of the per- 
fect oval type may wear the hair dressed high or low 
with almost equal success. An oval face, though p*t- 
fect in shape, if it inclines to thinness should have the 
hair dressed low and puffed well out at the sides. 

A round facé inclined to be overfat should have 
the hair dressed as high as possible and moderately 
puffed out at the sides. An oblong face should never 
have the hair dressed high, but as low on the neck as 
possible, or midway between the nape of the neck and 
the top of the back of the head 

* #¢ 

A large square face may have the hair dressea on 
the crown of the head, providing the face is not too 
long. A long squate face should have the hair dressed 
low and well puffed out at the sides. A thin face 
should always have the hair puffed out as widely as 
possible at the sides. 

An abnormally fat, broad face should have the 
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hair dressed as high as possible and slightly puffed at 
the sides. 

A face with a receding chin and a large nose 
should never have the hair dressed Grecian style, and 
this, too, refers to all faces with large noses. Faces 
with this type of nose should wear the hair dressed as 
flat to the head as possible. The Greek type of hair 
dressing is only becoming to those with regular profile 
and with rather a small nose.

Don’t forget either that dark hair should be 
dressed smoothly, and where it lies close to the head 
it should shine like satin. Light hair should be ar- 
ranged as lodsely as possible in order to bring out 
the prettiest tinte and hues. ; 

Don’t forget that if the line from the chin to the 
crown of the heaf is long the mass of hair should 
be polsed just where it will break that appearance; if 
the line is too short for a regular contour, cover the 
deficiency and supply the needed fullness by coiling 
the hair as high on the head as possible. 

Lastly, Won't, above all, adopt the mop colffure 
unless you have abundance of dark hair and & young 
looking face.

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it is much more difficult to handle in making, 
takes considerably more material on account 
of it being possible to have the pieces run 
only one way of the cloth, and so costing 
more than a suit made of serge, cheviot, or 
some similar material. 

One of the new styles shown has a front 
gore, a deep circular yoke for the balance 
of the upper part of the skirt, and the lower 
part laid in side plaits. If one has a pattern 
of a circular skirt, a pattern for this yoke 
can be cut from it out of some old muslin, 
letting it extend from nine to eleven inches 
below the waist line. Also cut out a pattern 
of a front gore and deduct from the yoke 
pattern to the width of the gore. Take this 
surplus off of the frant edges, and then baste 
the yoke to the gore on the right side of the 
front and leave it open on the left side. 


Faitern First Perfectly Fitted. 

This pattern should be basted into q band, 
put on and perfectly fitted. Where the hips 
are large one or two darts will be necessary 
in the yoke, and these should come either 
side of the fullest part of the hips. The'mid- 
dle back seam in the yoke must fit smoothly, 
but not too tight. 

When the fitting.is satisfactory rip the 
seams apart, mark each one clearly, then 
press smoothly. When cutting the yoke of 
the skirt have the material from the bottém 
of the yoke to the hip line on the front edge 
on the straight of the material. The pattern 
of the front gore is laid on a fold of the dress 
goods, and before pinning it entirely in 
place lay a plait on each edge one inch wide. 
Lay the plaits the full length of the gore 
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and hoes the-fold of each one come exactly 
to the seam line. In cutting out allow for 
a seam beyond this fold. 

The lowerfplaited portion of this skirt is 
cut from ht breadth of the cicth, allow- 
ing five inches at the bottom for a hem. 
This allowance is also made on the front 
gore. The plaited portion is straight around 
the bottom, and the plaits are laid one inch 
deep, and from fold to fold there is a distance 
of two and one-half inches. Baste the plaits 
from top to bottom and then lay the front 
gore and yoke which have been basted to- 
gether on a table, having the gore folded 
down the middie, and lay the platted portion 
on, measuring over the hips and back to get 
the right length. 


Line Shows Point of Atsitiees: 


A Hne can then be marked across the 
top of the piaits, showing where this part 
is to be attached to the yoke later on. The 
plaits will some of them have to be’ laid 
deeper at the.top to go smoothly into the 
yoke. This is done, of course, before taking 
them off the table. The plaits are then each 
stitched down from the top, five inches, then 
the plaited portion Is attached to the front 
gore, and the plaits on each side of the front 
are stitched down the same distance as the 
others. 

The plaited portion is then basted to the 
yoke and the skirt tried on to be sure that the . 
length is correct. The plaits are held to the 
yoke by a double row of stitching. e fas- 
tening is on the left side of the front, and 

hooks and eyelets are used, and, if well put 
on, the fastening will be invisible. 

For the long skirt a three piece circular 
patter will be good. A graceful design

Trial Pattern Saves Mistakes. 

For a coat to a suit of this kind there can 
be nothing better looking than a moderate- 
ly long, easy fitting single breasted one. ‘To 
be sure not to make any mistakes, cut it out 
first from old muslin. Or if no old muslin 
is at hand, some suitable for such purpose 
may be bought for 6 cents a yard. Cut out 
and baste quite as carefully as if it were 
the suit material and try on, turning all the 
seams, excepting the long dart onés, towards 
the front.

Hold the two raw edges of the fronts to- 
gether, and pin the jacket together on the 
traced lines which mark the closing.

. Occidentals who have sojourned in India 
and have been given the opportunity to taste 
the dainties prepared by the native East In- 
dians never cease to chant the praises of the 
palate pleasing titbits set before them. The 
_ Cookery of East Indians not only has the vir- 
 * tue of tickling the taste but the dishes are 
— soatiy made and cost but-a trifie to manufac- 


“Eepociaily alluring are the chutneys, rel- 
ishes, pickles, and fritters of the land of the 
coral strand. Probably the most common 
chutney is “ poodena chutnee. 

To prepare this, clean mint leaves from 
stems and put them through the food chop- 
egy using the finest grinder, so that they will 

be crushed to a pulp. The Hindoos use a 
pestie and mortar, but,the food chopper will 
_do the work every bit as well and be less labo- 
“rious to manipulate. To the mint pulp add 
salt, red pepper, and black pepper to sult the 
taste. In order to provide variety sometimes 
green peppers may be ground to a pulp along 
with the mint leaves, using as much of the 

r as possible and omitting the red and 

pepper, merely using salt as a season- 
ing. It is impossible to give the exact pro- 
portions of pepper in either instance, as the 
amount called for by an East Indian recipe 
would be more than the western palate could 
bear, owing to the fact that the orientals 
commonly use a great quantity of pepper in 
their food. 
E—Another kind of chut- 
mney, somewhat ‘more elaborate than the 
* poodena chytnee,”’ Is “ piaz chutnee.” To 
make this, crea young onions and green pep- 
pers through the food chopper, using the 
finest grinder, and taking three parts of onjon 
to one of pepper. If it is possible to procure 
dried mangoes (the fruit, not peppers) or 
dried pomegranates (these may perhaps be 
found at a Chinese store), add one part of 
either fruit, passing it through the food chop- 
per and mixing it thoroughly with the other 
ingredients. Salt to suit the taste. 

These chutneys are delicious relishes and 
form a pleasing variety from the humdrum of 
ordinary cookery. East Indian pickles, too, 
are as appetite siving as sed are good to eat. 


Pickle Onions Thirty. Days. 

ONION PICKLES-—Peel small pickling 
onions and place them in a fruit jag, cover- 
ing them with one cupful of salt to eachhquart 
of onions. Tighten the lids and leave them 
' for thirty days. At the end of that time soak 
them in water until there is almost no taste 
of brine about them. Cover with cold diluted 
vinegar, using two parts of water to one part 
of vinegar. . They will be ready to eat almost 
immediately. 

PICKLED LEMONS—Take small, thin 
_gkinned lemons and treat the same as onion 
pickles. 

EAST INDIAN. OTL PICKLES—A va- 
riety of vegetables may be used for 
these pickles, each one being put up sepa- 
rately. For instance, cucumbers may be 
peeled and cut in quarters, lengthwise; or 
eggplant may be peeled and cut up in large 
cubes; or cauliflower may be broken up in 
flowerets. No matter what kind of vegetable 
ig used, it should first be boiled until some- 
what tender but not mushy. Rub salt and 
pepper into them and cover with refined mus-~ 
- tard ofl. In about four weeks the pickles 
will be eatable. 

BHUJIA—Variety is the soul of cooking. 
The East Indians understand this, and for 
this reason they are able to live happily on a 
rather limited dietary. They prepare the 
game article of food in innumerable ways, 
and thus add an ever increasing zest to what 
otherwise would become cloying. The Hin- 
doos are adepts at frying in deep fat, and 
their ‘‘ bhujias ""—fritters—would be eye- 
openers to the average American cook. 
There is seemingly no end to the possibilities 
‘ of these fritters so far as variety and taste- 
fulmess are concerned. They are made of a 
single ingredient or a number of them com- 
Bined. Their name islegion. Invariably they 
are tempting. The pulses—dried peas, beans, 
lentils, and like food products—form a staple, 
article of dict in India, and from these many 
delicious fritters are made. 

Secure from a Chinese stare or the grocery 
of a large department ré some “ chick’ 
peas." They look more like dried nastur- 
tium seeds than peas. Grind these into meal 
in the coffee grinder or the food chopper. Out 
of this meal make a thin paste, seasoning it 
with salt and pepper.

CHEESE PATTIDS—These go als with 
the “‘ pooris * or “ kachuris."" To make them 
drain every bit of liquid from cottage cheese 
the homely “schmierkase ’’ of your grand- 
mother’s day. Add salt and pepper to taste 
and make into small patties. Set these in the 
sun for a while so they will become slightly 
hardened—or the warming oven of the range 
will answer the same purpose, Heat two 
tablespoonfuls of butter tn a frying pan, and 
fry the cheese patties a fine brown, handling 
them carefully in order not to break them.

Entirely Different Method Used. 

FRIED CHICKEN A LA HINDOO—The 
East Indian proceeds in an entirely different 
fashion to prepare fried chicken than do the 
southern aunties or the prim colonial dames, 
In the first place, the turbaned Hindoo, after 
drawing and cleaning the chicken, skins it, 
just as he would skin a rabbit. He considers 
the skin unclean and therefore unfit for food. 
Then he cuts up the fow! in small joints and 
puts it; dripping wet, in a frying pan along 
with enough melted butter or good oll to fry 
it, Over the chicken he pours a thick paste 
made of two medium sized onions, one-half 
teaspoon of turmeric, one teaspoonful of cori- 
ander seed, and a couple of pinches of cara- 
way seed. 

The Indian cook would: make this paste by 
crushing the onion and spices to a pulp with 
a pestie and mortar, but the American house- 
wife more than likely will prefer to run them 
throught a food chopper, using the finest 
grinder and adding water to make it the con- 
sistency of a thin paste, after which it is put 
through the chopper. The pan is then cov- 
ered closely, and the chicken is allowed to 
steam in its own juices, or, if it is inclined to 
be tough, a little water is added to it and it 
is cooked until it is tender. Al]l the moisture 
is allowed te evaporate and the chicken is 
then fried to a delicate brown. It is served 
on a platter surrounded by a ring of rice. 

To prepare this rice, cut up fine and boll 
one large onion in one pint of water, until all 
the flavor is extracted. Strain the onion 
from’ the water and use the liquid to boil the 
rice iw’ a double cooker, adding boiling water 
from the teakettle if more is requiréd. Season 
with salt and cayenne pepper to taste, and 
one-half teaspoon of turmeric. Arrange ina 
ring around the chicken and garnish with 
fried boiled eggs. To make these, hard boil 
a half-dozen eggs. When they are cooked, 
peel off the shells and cut them in thick slices 
lengthwise of the egg. Sprinkle them with 
caraway seeds, turmeric, salt and pepper, 
and fry them a delicate brown in butter. 
Make a gravy of the fat left in the pan after 
frying the chicken and pour this over the 
rice, chicken, and egg when serving. 

OKRA—More than likely the Indian would 
have okra with this meal—he would call the 
vegetable “lady fingers.’’ He would wash 
the okra and cut it in four pleces, lengthwise, 
being careful not to separate the pieces, but 
leaving the okra pod seemingly intact. 
would place the vegetable, dripping wet, in a 
panin which had been melted one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, adding salt and pepper to taste, 
and covering the pan closely, so the okra 
would cook in its own steam, stirring fre- 
quently to keep it from sticking. By this 
method the flavor of the vegetable is not 
boiled out and thrown away with the water, 
nor is the dish so glutinous.

Spinach Especially Good Ingredient. 

GREENS AND POTATOES—This dish 
may be made with any kind of greens. or with 
several kitfis combined. it is especially sat- 
isfactory if spinach is used. Cut up one me- 
dium sized potato into small cubes. Pick 
over and carefully wash one-half peck of 
spinach or other greens. Melt a half table- 
spoon of butter in a kettle provided with a 
tight fitting I!d. Put in the greens and pota- 
toes, without adding @Ahy water, as they are 
to cook in'their own steam. Add about four 
coriander seeds, crushed, six caraway seéds, 
and salt and pepper to suit the taste. If the 
gteens Go not.cook in the liquid fo d by 
the condensed steam, add a smal! quantity of 
hot water. There shouTd not be a drop of 
water left when the greens are éntirely 
cooked. About forty-five minutes will be re- 
quired for the process. 


STEWED MUSHROOMS~—If dried mush- 


rooms are used, soak them over night in cold 
water, or two hours in hot water. Cut them 


pan in which a half-tablespoon of butter has’ 


been melted. Season with salt and pepper 
to suit the taste. Cover closely and let the 
mushrooms stew until done in the liquid 
formed by the condensed steam. If this liq- 


\ uld cooks away before the mushrooms are 


thoroughly cooked, add a small quantity of 
hot water. Let all the liquid cook away from 
the mushrooms before serving. 

BUUIYU MAUWA—A g00dsdessert fr an 
East Indian meal of this description would 
be “‘ kuddu halwa,”’ made of squash or cash- 
aw. Cut the squash into cubes about an inch 
in size and put-them in a kettle along with 
one tablespoonful.of butter—unsalted butter. 
is better.if it can be secured. Cover closely’ 
and let cook in its own steam until it is soft, 
stirring frequently to keep it from sticking.

That there are many fair suffragettes in 
Ohicage eagerly waiting for the tunity to outdo 
their London sisterg in everything, | i ng street 
rioting, jail sentences, as well as the less harmless 
schemes adopted by the suffragettes on the continent, ts 
practically certain. Preah | 
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“No, there is not gOing to be a ‘physical force’ 
party organized in Chicago,” another suffragette will 
tell you. “We are just going to impress it -upen the 
men of this city that we are in earnest and that we 
are just as plucky, just as determined as our English 
sisters. That is all. But there will be more zeal wnd 
self-sacrifice shown in the campaign next fall than ever 
before—but there will be no disorder.” 

Such are the reassuring expressiens of some of the 
less outspoken suffragettes. The younger and more 
“radical” element, however, are decidedly in favar af 
“pitchfork’’ methods. And if they succeed in their 
little campaign to gain the leadership there are quite a 
few surprises in store for Chicagoans. :

“The parade,” said Mrs. Stewart, “will, if we suc- 
ceed th carrying it gut successfully, be one of the 
unique thiags in the history of the woman's suffrage 
movement in this country. We feel that it is. about 
time for gueh a parade to be held. Our organiza- 
tion in the gtate of Ellinais is more than forty years 
old. Hitherto it has not been as active as like organiza- 
tions in the east, but we hope that this winter’s cam- 
paign- will put the [Filineis association in the lead of 
those in the United States.” 

This bright future for “the cause” is predicted by 
Mrs. Stewart not salely because of the fact that such 
well known secietWy wamen as Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont 
joined the ranks ef the suffragettes recently but be- 
cause the mavement is becoming more and more crys- 
tallized and its arganization more and more efficient.

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OUR AMERICAN GERMANS. | 


BY PROF. JAMES TAFT HATFIELD. 


“Helvetiorum fidel ac virtuti’—so runs a well known Latin inacription over 
@ monument created by a Dane in honot of certain Swiss heroes who fell in Paris— 
but it has never been pointed out that those few words cut into the living cliff 
at Lucertie contain the best epitome of the specific virtues of Germanic character 
which has ever been formulat The “loyalty and doughtiness” which inspired 
the unspeakably effective appeal of Thorwaldsen’s lion monument have been, from 

_the days when Germany was to the eultured Romans but a forest darkened, 
swampy mystery lying somewhere off in the nebulous and formidable north, down 
to our own day, the strongest pillars of character in that race which took the 
reins of universal domination when they fell from the slackened hands of the 
exhausted Mistress of the World. 

American Germans have made complaint, and I think just complaint, that the 
‘services of their people in, the building up and enrichment of our nation have been 
unfairly slighted Dy those Anglo-American histerians and public men who have 
commemorated the past. Colleague Albert Faust of Cornell university has just 
published a monumental illustrated work on “The German Element in the United 
States” which is bound to shed light upon many chapters which have been im- 
nerfectly understood. 

Yhe part .sken by efficient Germans in the period of our Américan revolution 
is fairly well known, but the tributes of William Vocke and Kar) Schurz to the 
Germans who helped in saving the union were too long delayed and too little 
noticed. Thé best expression of the sturdy way in which they fell into line to 
support the government in the perilous days when the national cause was trem- 
bling in the balance has been given by Winston Churchill in “The Crisis,” but the 
nature of the service rendered tended te keep it out of the garish limélight of 

ublicity. 

' Darke the earliest colonial period the larger emigrations of Germans were 
made up of people of humbler antecedents than those of the leading settlers of 
Massachusetts or Virginia, and this fact has not been without influence in the 
estimhates of later days, but we have been far too ready to overlook the gifts and 
culture Ghich have been cast into our great melting pot from the German side. 
One has but to think of the fruitful career of a Francis Lieber or of the notable 
men. of character and influences whom the revolution of 1848 transferred to the 


American stage.

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UR German population is celebrat- 
ing today German day—the annual 
festival instituted twenty-six years 
ago in commemoration of the landing 
on Oct. 6, 1683. of the founders of 
Germantown near—now in—Phfladelphia. 
This event will bring tens of thousands of 
fae German inhabitarts of our state to Chi- 


. €ago, and calls attention to the part which 


uumerically and otherwise the Gertnans have 
taken _ in the evolution of this state and na- 


. tion, and are taking now in upholding their 


greatness. 

As a matter of historical fact, it may be 
stated that the founders of Germantown 
were not the first Germans who came to what 
is now the United States. There were Ger- 
mans among the colonists sent over from 
England in 1607 to Virginia, and Germans 
from the countries adjoining the Nether- 
lands among the Dutch, when in 1620 they 
laid the foundation of today’s Greater New 
York. Germans from the countries border- 
img on the Baltic sea formed the majority 
of the Swedish colony, founded in 1736 0n the 
banks of the Delaware, which had Germans 
for its first two governors, and whose official 
records were kept in the low Gérman lan- 
guage. In 1662, twenty-five Mennonite fam- 
ilies had settled in Wherekyll, on the Dela- 
ware, and only a few- months previous to the 
Germantown immigration about 100 members 
of a sect called Labadists, coming for the 
most part from eastern Fresia, had started a 
colony on the eastern shore of Chesapeake 
bay in Maryland. t 

But none of these other immigrations of 
Germans have left any traceable impres- 
sion, while that of the founders of German- 
‘town has been deep, of greatest conse- 
quénce, and fruitful to this day. For the 
thirteen families who on that memorable 
October day set foot on American soil, pro- 
mulgated through their letters to their 
homes, William Penn's wise policy, which 
assured all comers perfect liberty of con- 
ecience, and so they became the forerunners 
and the promoters of that great migration 
which brought 100,000 Germans and Swiss in 
the eighteenth century and 5,500,000 from all 
German countries during the nineteenth to 
our shores.

These Germans, fleeing for the most part 
from the horrors of almost continuous war, 
starvation, and religious and political op- 
pression, sought and found in this country 
the blessings of peace, perfect religious lib- 
erty, political freedom, and plenty beyond

What did they give in return? Much indeed, 
and more than is generally known. For, 
speaking first of the immediate followers of 
the Germantown immigration in the eight- 
eenth century, they not only by their num- 
bers, their husbandry, based upon the inher- 
ited experience of a thousand years, and

populous, and the most prosperous colony in 
America, but helped with their offspring to

Part Not That of Drones. 


These are some few of the facts tending to 
show that the German immigrants and their 
descendants have not played the part of 
drones in our beehive, but have added greatly 
to our material development. They have 
furthermore given to this country some of it 
greatest savants. Pastorius himself, the 
leader of the Germantown immigrants, was 
one of the most learned men of his time, as 
was also Muehlenberg, the father of the Za- 
theran church in America. One of the lat- 
ter’s grandsons, Henry Melchior Muehlen- 
berg, was one of America’s great botaniste, 
as was Mkewise another German descend- 
ant, Adam Kuhn. 

‘David Rittenhouse, grandson of the first 
paper miller, won world wide reputation by 
his observation in 1769 of the transit of 
Venus, which he achieved with the help of 
instruments all made by his ows hands. 
Through his work the first approximately 
correct computation of the parallax of the 
sun was. made possible. 

The organizer in 1807 and first head of our 
coast survey was. Rudolph Hassler, from 
Aarau, in German Switzerland, who alse was 
the first to fix our weights and measures. 
He also marked the boundary between the 
United States and Canada, and under his di- 
rection 50,000 square miles of our domain 
were correctly surveyed. One of hi» «te- 
cessors was Prof. Alexander Bache. on his 
mother’s side a great-grandson of Renujamin 
Franklin; another, and the most prominent, 
was Julius Hillgard, o had come with his 
father to Belleville, IlL, at the age of 8 
years, but who pursued his academical stud- 
ies at German universities. He gave to this 
bureau the high reputation fit enjoys in the 
scientific and maritime world. 
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Immigration of Later Period. 

The German-immigration of the nineteenth 
century, which as has been stated, amounted 
to five and a half millions, or even six, as 
some European statisticians have it, was 
brought about by pretty much the same 
causes as the older one, namely, by economic 
necessity, and political and religious oppres- 
sion, and acte@ in and upon this country 
pretty much in\the same way. 

For it brought to it besides strong and will- 
ing hands to dig our canals and build our 
roads and farmers to till our soil and raise 
and feed the cattle, and make the United 
States the granary and provision storehouse 
of the world, and artisans to clothe and house 
us and to murse our infant industries, so as 
to make us independent of the rest of the 
world, highly cultured men and families, 
teachers for’ our schools and universities, 
ministers for our pulpits and editors for our 
newspapers, to teach their countrymen the 
true inwardness of American institutions! 

And like the former, it fought the wars 
of its adopted country. In the Mexican war 
German companies from Louisville, St. Louis, 
Hermann in Missouri, St. Clair county, and 
Quincy, Ill., were the first to answer the call. 


In the war of the secession German Turners 


everywhere were the first to take the field.

kept by the priest at Kaskaskia, covering 
the years 1743 to 1745—the only preserved— 
there occur a number of names which, ‘al- 
though Gallicized, are eVidently of German 
origin. Other names of the game nature we 
find thirty-five years later, at the time of the 
occupation by Gen. Clarke, in the same lo- 
cality. And, indeed, it would have been 
strange if among the French there should 
not lave been at least some Alsatians and 
Lothringians, who at that time were under 
French rule. ; 

Tn 1790 we meet in that locality in the Judge 
Philipp Engel the first German whose birth- 
place is knowm He came from Hesse-Darm- 
stadt. And at the same time we find Jacob 
Tschudi (here Jedy), son of a Swiss, who had 
found a home in Virginia. This Judy greatly 
distinguished himself as a fighter against 
the Indians, and won great renown through 
his unerring rifie and his intrepidity under 
the most trying circumstances. His progeny 
were among the prominent families of Madi- 
son county. 

A few Germans only came between 1790 
and 1825. Best known,is Julius Baerensbach 
(his descendants write Barnsback), of a 
wealthy family of Brunswick, who, after an 
adventurous youth and @ sojourn of about 
ten years in Kentucky, which te he left 
out of diegust of slavery, settled in Madison 
county in 1808, became a large landowner, 
and was againet his will elected to many 
offices of trust and emolument, the proceeds 
of which, even his pay as member of the 
legislature, he returned into ‘the county 
treasury. The game unselfishness character- 
ized his dealings with newly arriving coun- 
trymen. For he did not only give them 
good advice, but helpedthem in every way he 
could, and sold them his Jande at cost price. 
As a matter of course he died comparatively 
poor, but left an enviable record. One of his 


nephews, who came about 1829, was in 1882 | 


or 1883 elected judge of Madison county.

Wheat Introduced Into State. 

Another name preserved is that of Conrad 
Bornemann, a mason by profession, who came 
in 1816 to Belleville, and in the literal sense 
did much to build up this interesting com- 
munity. Two or three farmer families from 
the Aargau in Switzerland complete the 
list. 

In the last half of the third decade some 
more well to do farmers and their families 
from Hesse-Darmstadt came to the same 
neighborhood, and in that locality were the 
first to raise wheat, the production whereof 
was generally unknown to the American 
farmer in that region, who came from the 
corn raising south. They became the teach- 
ers of their neighbors in that culture, which 
has added so largely to the material prosper- 
ity of this state. 

But if up to that time the influx of persons 
born In Germany had been small, that of 
descendants of the older German immigra- 
tions had been large. It had come almost 
without exception from the southern states, 


“’ more especially from North and South Caro- 


lina, either direct or after a temporary so- 
‘journ in Alabama, Kentucky, or Tennessee. 
This influx began about 1797 in a small way, 
assumed large proportions after the war of 
1812, and lasted up to abont the middle of the 
century. They still spoke the German lan- 
guage or the Pennsylvania vernacular there- 
of, and wrote to the eastern synode for_min- 
isters who could preach in both English and 
German. Elven the bylaws of their congre- 
gations were written in the lan- 
guage, and not before 1860 was last of 
them changed into English. 

These German descendants formed at 
about 1830 a good third, if not a half, of the 
population of the southern part of the state, 
and for that matter of the state itself, for 


+ there were then few people as yet In the mid- 


dle and northern part. Which shows conclu- 
sively of the fallacy of the often heard pre- 
tension of the Scotch-Irish that they, and 
they alone, laid the foundation of the state 
of Illinois. Certainly the Germans were 
then, as they are now, the more substantial 
among the inhabitants of that part of the 
state,

The total German immigration into the 
state during the nineteenth century was 
598,674, whereof, according to the census, 
there were living in the state in 1900 350,679. 
The others either have gone to their rest or 
left for other fields. 

This German immigration {nto IMinois was, 
as a matter of caurse, in its composition as 
well as in its activities, of the same general 
character as that of which it formed & part. 
It gave to the.commonwealth big men like 
Gustavus Koerner, judge, author, member 
of the state Supreme court, Meutenant gov- 
ernor, and ambassador to Spain: Francis A. 
Hoffmann, minister of the gospel and Meu- 
tenant governor, by whose efforts thousands 
of Germans were brought to eastern middle 
Illinois; men high up in sciences, like the 
Hilgards and Engelmanns, and Dr. Wie- 
licenus, the first to mdke, before the Mexican 
war, a scientific survey of what are now our 
southwestern states the north 
Mexico, the report fe ib ved miarouene 
19,000 copies by order of the Unitea States 
senate; great pedagogues like George Byn- 
sen, the father of our normal schools for 
teachers, and Henry Raab; popular leaders 
like A. C. Hesing; a great many learned 
physicians and apothecaries, who did their 
share to elevate their profession; and men of 
finance, who drew Capital into the state.

Of course, many an old German farmer is 
dispossessed by the rapid extension of our 
cities and suburbs and sees his acres turned 
into city lots.

In Business and Industry. 


It is a difficult matter to fix with some de- 
gree of certainty the share of the Germans 
in the trafle and the industries of the state. 
For there are no official figures which may 
be consulted. One of our oldest and most ex- 
perienced financiers thinks it safe to estimate 
this share in Chicago at no less than one- 
third. While that certainly would appear to 
be an overestimete, if the capital invested 
in wholegajle businesses and in our large 
factories is-taken in consideration it may be 
made true by the large share the Germans 
have in the retati business. At the time of 
the last census 41 per cent of all grocers and 
64 per cent of all butchers in Chicago were 
Germans. ‘ i 

A consultation of credit books shows that 
all over the state the Germans have a larger 
f the retail business than would come 
to them by their perbentage in the popula- 
tion.

While in Chicago the German share in the 
wholesale and in the manufacturing pusiness 
may not come up to their percentage in the 
n the smalier 
cities. In Peoria, fo gxample, 78 out of 128 
wholesale firms and’ factories are owned by 
Germans. And approximately the same pro- 
portion prevails in Freeport, Quincy, and 
other citjes. 

But if in Chicago the German share in the 
wholesale business may not/be as greet as 
the German percentage in the population 
would warrant; it is nevertheless large. in 
the manufacture of bollers, wagons, plumb- 
ing materials, copper, pianos, leather, bread, 


jewelry, lumber, furniture, etc., they take a. 


prominent part. The manufacture of brick is 
five-sixths, and that of beer almost ex- 
clusively im German hands. The mapufac- 
ture of terra cotta was introduced and is 
carried op by Germans. One of our largest 
packing housés- was founded by the German 
Nelson Morris, born in Bavaria. 

Besides, some of our large retall houses, 
whose annual sales exceed those of a good 
many wholesale firms, were either founded 
by Germans or sons of Germans, or have 
German partners. Five of the seven largest 
in the center of the city fall under this cate- 
gory. And in the great business streets lead- 
ing to the outskirts German firms in the same 
line of business, some of nearly the same ex- 
tent as\those in the center, predominate,

Nearly: every hood has its Mitle 
club of German w n.

The neighborhood clubs do much to pro- 
mote this feeling of cheerfulmese.

with all ‘the problems, weaknesses, and 
crimes which are incident to men and. women, 
erring, striving, fighting. men. and women. 
He passes sentences, imtéerprets.the law and 
tries to do his duty by his fellow men as 
best as he sees it. He does-all this in. Eng- 
lish as an American, as an American judge. 

‘But when night comes and Judge Pbér- 
hardt is in his own home, when his duties 
towards his adopted .country and fellow- 
citizens are ended, ax Eberhardt makes 
an excursion into the world of German 
thought and German legend. From the Tili- 
nois code he turns to Kant and Hegel and 
Fichte, from legal briefe he turns to the 
German “ Maerchenwelt.”” From Black- 
stone and English common law he turns to 
Goethe, to Schiller, and tc Heine. 

“Why do I write in German?’ Judge 
Eberhardt said in reply toa question. “ ‘Well, 
it ie hard to tell. But I believe ft is be- 
cause at the time I came here the general 
sentiment among the German-Americans 
was that while being a patriotic American 
citizen one must still remain a German, one 
must cling to German traditions as much 
as possible. I was brought up in such an 
atmosphere and, freély as I write English, 
it 18 in German that I am composing my 
poems.”

Germany “Land of Poets.” 


A better answer to this question one finds 
by turning to Judge Hberhardt’s volume of 
poems. In a poem called “ My Fatherland ”’ 
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man immigrants. 
ed German pop@lation of the United States, 
these three states of Illinois, Wisconein, and 
Ohio hold about 2,500,000 of the total for the 
whole country. 

But since the census of 1900 the opening of 
new lands in the western country beyond 
the Missouri has been attracting the Ger- 
mans in large*numbers.

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Ambitious to Own Farm. 


“To own his own farm always has been the 
-&mbition of the typical German farmer of the 
Mississippi valley. Ordinarily seeking the 
best available land, his limited means in the 
beginning has madé his ‘first purchase of 
land insufficient for his activities. Needing 
more land for cultivation, he began by rent- 
ing from his neighbors. ~ Working ‘steadily 
and hard, practicing rigid economy, and 
always seeking the best markets for his prod- 
ucts, the whole history of the middle west has 
been iustrative of the German farmer's 
Sradual aécretion of farm lands until he has 
been representative of the well to do farmer 
of his loca! community.

how much the city populations of the middle 
west are dependent upon the German farmer. 
He is growing the market gardens, raising 
poultry, supplying eggs and milk and butter, 
everywhere. Among thé distinctly American 


.farmers in this section of the union, these 


products always were incidental to his main 
crops of corn, hay, and the small grains. As 
the cities have developed and the demand for 
food has become’ centralized in them, the 
German farmer has stepped in and special- 
ized. 


Lowest Ebb in “ Egypt.” 


Yn the far southern “‘ Egypt ’’ of the state 
of Illinois the proportion of Germans to the 
square mile drops to lowest ebb. Johnson 
county, for example, has only one German 
to every fouf square milés and Pope Has‘onty 
two to the square mile. Yet in Alexander, 
Pulaski, and Massac counties, bordering the 
Ohio river, the effect of that great waterway 
is to bring the German average to the square 
mile up to more than five. 

How much the German appreciates his city 
market is illustrated by a story of misad- 
venture, dating back to 1819, when Vandalia, 
Ill., was voted the capital city of the state. 
About that time a wealthy German came 
to Illinois, bringing with him about 200 Ger- 
man settlers, most of whom were dependent 
upon him for the money with which to come. 

This man was Frederick Ernst and he had 
entered into the colony scheme with all the 
enthusiasm and money which he could com- 
mand. The fact that the state capital of 
Illinois had been fixed at Vandalia led Ernst 
to invest everything he nad in Fayette county 
lands. These were parceled out to the cok 
onists on credit. Almost immediately, how- 
ever, discovery was made that the soil was 
not such as to invite German industyiousness, 
and when Vandalia was abandoned as the 
prospective capital of the new state, Ernst’s 
followers left the lands and scattered. Only 
three or four of these original settlers re- 
mained and have descendants in that sec- 
tion today. Others scattered to better soils 
and Ernst lost his fortune in the investment.

Market the Great Magnet. 


It is not improbable that had the capital 
not been changed to Springfield, this colony 
would have continued and prospered. Scores 
of examples are to be cited where the Ger- 
man farmer—sure of his market town—has 
accepted inhospitable soil because of that 
fact, and has taught wonders in agriculture 
to the less industrious plodders around him. 
Almost every section of a state having a 
German population coming late into its agri- 
culture can cite instances where the German 
farmer has taken lands which have been re- 

garded as more or less valueless and made 
garden spots of them. 

In many of the states of the middle west the 
German farmer has continued German, the 
colonizing spirit has been preserved and 
Germanized towns and cities have developed 
in consequence. In the recent-moves of Ger- 
man farmers to the gulf coast country the 
colonizing spirit has been shown, especially 
in southern Alabama and southern Texas. 
For the most part, however, these emigrants 
are of a second or third generation, and most 
of them have gone south from the colder sec- 
tions of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Ne- 
braska. 

While the German himself has not been 
particularly a pioneer in spirit, his children 
and grandchildren have grown into the spirit 
of the American, and have been moving with 
him u the great west.. That typical Ger- 
man farmer hag‘a large family, and his sons 
have grown up and sought opportunity, they 
have been forced westward into the new 
country. 
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Quick to Adapt Himself. 


Everywhere in the growth of the middie 
west the German has been a good * mixer.”’ 
He has adapted himself to circumstances 
and to opportunity alike. Today over on 
the Saginaw bay shore of Michigan is a 
great beet sugar factory—one of the origina! 
first experiments in beet sugar making in the 
country.’ Long ago a large percentage of 
these factories were declared unprofitable, 
but it chanced that in the vicinity of this 
particular beet sugar factory in Michigan a 
large percentage of the farnters are German. 
With the factory established and with this 
knowledge of beet growing, the Germaars of 
that section have continued beet growing 
until the factory is one of the few paying 
investments of its kind. 

But if the German farmer has speciatizea 
in his farming and adapted himself to con-

Artisan Next in Order. 


Since 1880 the influx of Germans to thé 
United States has been falling off. The 
immigrant in these last thirty years largely 
has been of the class of skilled industria! 
worker, and has found his way to the 
cities as an employé in the factories. Next 
to the fafming clase, perhaps, the artisan 
has been most potent in the middle west, 
In‘ many’ lines: of manufacture;~ German 
skill has done much in shaping the product 
of the mills. The German contractor {in 
building lines has made his influences felt 
every where. 

Peter Schuettler came to Chicago years 
ago as acommon blacksmith. He hired out 
as a worker at the forge, but he nursed 
the idea of owning his own shop. When 
he attained that shop he built a wagon, 
then another and then more until at his 
death he was one of the best known wagon 
builders in the country. 

Conrad Seipp came to the city and opened 
a boarding house. The boarding house was 
a success, for his boarders liked his Ger- 
maS cooking. But Seipp observed that 
these boarders were even more particular 
as to the quality of the beer they got and 
he started in vusiness as a brewer. : 

‘** Mixing "’ as he has done so successfully 
in the middle west of the United States, it 
is small wonder that the German has given 
the German imprint to so many of its 
cities. In proportion <o the German popu- 
lation of the cities, the German farmer, 
butcher, baker, grocer, brewer and other 
occupations of the Germans have found Ger- 
man consumers of German products. This 
has been inviting to German atmosphere 
everywhere, even to the small town that is 
distinctly German in every aspect of its 
village life. With Germans enough in rural 
or urban surroundings, the German imprint 
is made upon the life of the place; without 
sufficient numbers, the German has mixed 
and been assimilated more easily, perhaps, 
than any other nationality ef continental 
Europe. 

" oe 


German No Longer **Foreigner.*’ 

To the average American of generations 
the German of the middle west no longer is 
“a foreigner.’’ He may be unable to speak 
English because of his new arrival in the 
country, but the thought “ foreigner ” does 
not occur to the American who does not un- 
derstand his speech. The influx of immi- 
gration from the Mediterranean countries 
of Europe, numbering peoples so much more 
sharply foreign by contrast, is making the 
Teuton a fellow citizen at a glance. 

But in the last three decades the falling 
off of German immigration into the United 
States hag been phenomenal when compare 
to that of former years. In 1854 there were 
listed 215,009 Germans bound for Amerfca; 
in 1881 the German empire sent 220,002/im- 
migrants here, and in 1882 they numbered 
203,585. From 1882 to 1892 teh average immi- 
gration was 100,000, but since 1900 these 
figures have shrunk to about 25,000 annually. 

Why? Largely through the opening up of 
new German possessions and quite as barge- 
ly through the efforts of the German gov- 
ernment to act in the capacity of a “ father- 
land ” and through its government to assist 
the German who persists in emigrating that 
he may find opportunities and conditions 
most promising to his characteristics as a 
foreigner. 

South America in general and Brazil in 
particular have been attracting large num- 
bers of German immigrants. Now and then 
some one has seen in this fact the menace of 

“ Germanizing the world.” The renaissance 
of German manufactures. in the world’s mar- 
kets has excited suspicions. Charles Edwar.i 
Russell, commenting upon this “German 
menace,” has said:

forests, mountains, and landscapes. He tells 
us in that poem that he loves the new world, 
he loves hie adopted country, where every- 
thing is seething with activity. But when 
dreaming it is to Germany that he looks 
back. America is a land of wonderful 
achievements and inventions, but in the 
realm of thought, in the kingdom of dreams, 
Germany stands supreme to the poet. “ You 
are,”” he saye to Germany, “the land of 
sagas and legends, you are the land of 
poets.”’ 

Judge Eberhardt does not find much in- 
spiration for his poetry in the events which 
pass before his eyes day after day in the 
Municipal court. He feels the suffering which 
goes on “in this world of trickery and de- 
ception” It makes him sad and makes him 
want “to depart from thie world in grief” 
at times. But In his verses these sufferings 
find only a vague echo. 

With the change which comes over him 
when he enters the atmosphere of the Ger- 
man poete and philosophers, the wretched- 
ness and misery which he bas seen about him 
as an American judge disappears and the

Inspiration Not From Work.

Whatever he does write about Amer- 
ica he prefers to write about the Hudson, or 
the ‘Ohfo valley, or to describe an American 
soldier returning from the civil war and 
moistening this parched Nps with the fresh 
water of a brook on a southern prairie. 

“If the Germans in America are to instill 
German ideals and ideas into Amierican life 
in or@er to make American civilization more 
rich and varied they must become Americans 


in the fullest sense of the word,’’ Judge — 
Eberhardt said. “ The Americans who have — 
done most to make the German’name a 
credit to the nations are those who, like Carl 
Schurz, have theroughly identified therm- 
selves with American life. 2

Judge Whethardt has lived in Chicago for 


forty years. He was justice of the peace for . . 


over thirty years and was the only justice to 
bé nominated for the place of municipal 
judge and to be elected. While active as a 
judge, lecturer, and speaker, he has always 
been in close touch with the movements 
among his German countrymen as well as 
with the politics of the country. When Cari 
Schurz started a reform. movement within 
the Republican party Judge Eberhardt was 
among the first to join Schurz.

The chief difficulty with which Washington 
then met was the lack of military discipline 
which prevailed among the American sol- 
diers and which as citizen soldiers they could 
hardly be expected to have. 

Immediately upon his landing Baron von 
Bteuben was appointed major general and 
was intrusted with schooling and training 
of the American army according to the rules 
and regulations of the Prussian army. The 
successful outcgme of the war of independ- 
ence was in alarge measure due.to this abil- 
ity of the baron as a drillmaster, as well as 
to the many victories which he won-on the 
battlefield. The service which thig strong 

d German rendered the American peo- 
ple were recognized not only by WasNMing- 
ton, whose “right arm” he has often been 
called, butaleo by congress, which, as eoon as 
the country began to recover from the effects 
of the war, gave him a liberal pension and 
S large grant of land, which he enjoyed until 
bir death,

Man brains. The statesmanship of peacc, 
science, education, art, music, as well as in- 
dustry and finance, and in fact any and every 

Walk of life, occupation, and calling, profited 
and flourished all the more and all the better 
in this country because of the energy, knowl- 
edge, and devotion of the Germans. 

The wealth of brains ‘and learning which

In 1885 he was 
appointed professor at the University of 
South Carolina and it was here that he wrote 
many works on history, economics, and po- 
litical science. 
becauge of a Fourthof July address of strong 
anti-slavery tenor. 

Columbia university next offered him a 
professorship. But while Lieber did a great 
deal to advamce American scholarship, he 
was an ardent devotee of the anti.slavery 
cause, which was’ then the all engrossing 
subject. Unable to join the army in the 
civil war because of old age, he fought for 
freedom unceasingly with his pen. Lieber's 
most important scholarly. work is his treatise 
on civil liberty. 

Another scholar and agitator against negro 
slavery, who also long before the revolution 
of 1848 had incurred the wrath of the German 
government because of his dreams for a free 
and united Germany, was Kar! Follen. Like 
Lieber, Follen, too, was a profound scholar, 
and when compelled to flee from Germany he 
settled down as professor in a Switzerland 
high school. However, the German gov- 
ernment could not forgive him his previous 
agitation, and demanded his extradition. 
Folien fled to America. Here it was not long 
before he was appointed professor at. Har- 
vard. But it is as an anti-slavery agitator 
that Follen is best remembered. {The infiu- 
ence which he exercised by word and pen tn 
behalf of the abolition of slavery was both 
great and valuable.

All Men of Highest Type. 

Among the “‘ forty-eighters "’ it is hard to 
choose the most prominent, the most brilliant 
men. They were all prominent. They were 
all. brilliant. They were aib liberty ‘loving 
and an honortoany mation. But the German 
government did not like them. Their loftiest 
ideals were considered crime and treasom 
For their ideas were the ideas of free men, 
their dreams were the dreams of democracy. 
In the United States, under a democratic 
government, amid democratic institutions, 
almoet every one of these *‘ worst ” offend- 
ers of the fatkberland soon not only gained 
for himself a*¥proper place, but became a 
eredit to the nation and an inspiration for 
all time. Not only America, but Germany. 
united, liberated Germany, was anxious to 
do honor to many of them. And, as in the 
case of CarlSchurz, the country which once 
had spurned him was payigg him homage 
upon his return, not only as an American, 
but as world statesman. 

Carl Schurz is easily the most striking, the 
best known, and most cherished figure among 
these ‘‘forty-eighters.”” His dominance 18 
not only because of his adventurous youth 
in Germany, his revolutionary activity and 
escapades, his devotion to his former teacher, 
Prof. Kinkel, whom he freed from prison, 
where he was to serve a life sentence, in a 
most daring and sensational manner, but 
because of his varied and fruitful political 
career in the United States. 

Among the Germans following the “‘ forty- 
eighters '’ who have attained national! prom- 
ince, John P. Altgeld, who was elected gov- 
ernor of Illinois in 1802, is the most distin- 
guished figure.

But.it is not only in the past that Germans 
have taken the forenfost place in the life of 
the country. .Todey more than ever the 
German population in the United States has 
hundreds of men who are among the lead- 
ers im their respective callings and who are 
exercising a.profound influence not only 


Later he lost his position 
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among the men of their own nationality but 
upon the entire country. 

This is especially true in educational cir- 
cles. In American universities the German 
professor, whatéver his specialty, is gener- 
ally a leader in that branch. At the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Herman V. Hiiprecht Is 
professor of comparative Semitic philology. 
Paul Haupt holds a similar position at Johns 
Hopkins university. th Haupt and Hil- 
precht are leading authorities on ancient 
civiligations. 

At Columbia university. another German 
by the name Friedrich Hirth holds one of 
the few chairs in Ohinese literature in the 
country. Prof. Hirth has written’a great 
deal on Chinese subjects both in this coun- 
try and in Europe. Hugo Muensterberg, at 
Harvard. besides. being an authority on psy- 
ehology, is also an entertaining writer on 
American traits, which he sees from the 
point of view of both a psychologist and a 
German. Kuno Francke, at-that same in- 
stitution. is a historian of German literature 
and an excellent interpreter of German cul- 
ture.

Coming nearer home, Ernst Freund, who, 
though born in the United States, is distinctly 
a German by training and education, having 
attended schools in that country, is pro- 
fessor of jurisprudence and public law at the 
University of Chicago. Prof. Alexander R. 
Hohlfeld is the head of the German depart- 
ment at the University of Wisconsin, and in 
that capacity he inculcates not only the rudi- 
ments of the German language but the broad 
German ideals of humanity into the minds 
of thousands of American students. 


Qn the Pacific coast Julius Goebel is pro- 


fessor of Germanic philology at the Stanford 
university, while Jacques Loeb, one of the 
leading physiologists in the country, Is pro- 
fessor at the University of California. Both 
Goebel and Loeb were born and educated in 
Germany. 

In Chicago Judge Max Eberhardt is not 
only a noted jurist but enjoys a Wide reputa- 
tion as a German poet. Judge Theodore 
Brentano is another German-American who 
received his early trainfng in Germany, al- 
though he was born in the United States. 
Harry Rubens; who hails from Vienna, Aus- 
tria. is one of Chicago's leading lawyers 
Charies F. Gunther is a prominent Chicago 
manufacturer, but is chiefly remembered 
and honored among his countrymen as a 
traveler, iinguist, and historian.

HILE market happenings last week 
were of @ generally commonplace 
character, the week was rendered 
eventful by the inauguration of the 
much discussed auction sales under 
the auspices of the Chicago real estate board. 

It is too early yet to speak with any degree 
of certainty as to the probable measure of 
success likely to attend coritirnted sales of 
this character, but real estate men generally 
are practically united in the opinion that if 
this opening sale is to be taken asa criterion 
there is little doubt that these sales will be- 
come a permanent and important feature of 
the real estate business here, as they have in 
New York. Even those who have felt 
sanguine all along that the project would 
work out successfully here were agreeably 
surprised at the outcome of the sale, while 
those who doubted, and they were many, 
freely admitted that the outlook wes most 
promising for a successful continuation and 
on a steadily expanding scale. 

There were many things which militated 
against this opening sale. In the first place 
_ these sales were something new, to which 

people had not been educated as have those 
of New York, and many were not disposed 
to take them seriously, looking upon the at- 
tempt as an experiment which to them 
geemed foreordained to failure. 

The point was made that to successfully 
maintain them a broad and general market 
was a requisite, such as New York has en- 
joyed for several years and which Chicago 
has not, and that for this reason, if for no 
other, the chances were all against these 
sales being a success here. 


Shows Market Is Sound. 


The sale itself, however, went to disprove 
ail) these fine spun theories, and, what ie par- 
ticularly encouraging, indicated quite clearly 
that Chicago has in reaiity a much sounder 
and broader market than people generally 
suppose. It was generally thought that 
the majority of those in attendance would 
come iargely from motives of curiosity and 
that bidding for the properties offered would 
be on a low and Hmited scale. 

The attendance was not only large, how- 
. @yer, crowding the room uncomfortably, but 
a. large proportion of those present were 
there evidently to bid on ome or more of 
the properties ‘which interested them, with 
the result that in the case of the more de- 
sirable properties offered the bidding was 
of a spirited character, carrying the offers 
well up to the full market values of the 
properties. 

This is shown by the fact that the totai 
amount realized from the sales was $96,900 
as against an assessed valuation of about. 
$99.000. So impressed were many property 
owners by the showing made that following 
the sale many requests were made for blank 
forms on which to list property for the next 
. Bale to be held a month hence. 

The comment was freely made by brokers 
that if so much interest could be aroused 
over the class of property which was ol- 
fered, what might be expected when really 
high class property was freely listed for sale? 


All Admit Sale Was Success. 

In any event it is generally admitted that 
the initial sale was a success and the im- 
portance of this fact and the far reaching 
effect of a probable successful continuation 
of these saleé makes this opening sale one of 
the most noteworthy events in the history of 
the market for years. The importance of this 
mew Geparture rests in the fact that the per- 
manent establishment of these sales means 
the conversion of real estate for a large part 
from a comparatively siow into a quick asset, 
thus overcoming the principal objection 
which many men of large means have to real 
estate investments. 

If it is demonstrated by these auction sales 
that any fairly desirable piece of property 
can be quickly converted into money at 90 
or 8 per cent of its fair cash market value it 
will establish a new financia) credit for rea! 
estate which will result in a flood of money 
eeeking it for investment purposes. It has 
worked this way in New York, and there is no 
good reason why Chicago, with equal oppor- 
tunities, should not share the same good 
fortune. 

There can be no doubt that thi¢ first sale 
has aroused great interest in the subject, and 
if equal success waits upon the next sale the 
permanency and success of these sales seem 
assured. Much praise is due the committee 
of the real estate board, of which Bucking- 
ham Chandler is chairman, for the succesafu) 
results of this first sale. . 


Deal On for Ward Property. 

In a genefal way the market was without 
any particularly notable features. There were 
reports current of negotiations on for the ac- 
quirement of the Montgomery Ward & Co. 
property on Michigan avenue in the interest 
of a large New York dry goods house, but 
the report was denied by the Thornes and 
Montgomery Ward’s legal representative. It 
is admitted, however, that a deal is on for 
the acquirement of the property, but secrecy 
is maintained as to the prospective pur- 
chaser. 

There was a good run of important minor 
transactions involving fiat, ‘residence, fac- 
tory, and business property, and of apecial 
interest were the transfer figures for Sep- 
tember and for the nine months of the year. 

There was little difference in the total of 
the considerations as compared with the 
game periods a year ago, but there was an in- 
crease of 179 in the number of deeds record- 
ed for September and of 2,764 for the nine 
months, thus evidencing clearly the broad- 
ening character of the market.
